TREASURY  BOARD  OVER- RULING. 

Pacific  Dredging  Company’s  Contract  for  dredging  of  False  Creek, 

Vancouver.

Treasunj  Board  Minute,  Tioenty-Second  Day  of  March,  1917. 

The  Board  had  under  consideration  a report  from  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works  under  date  of  the  14th  November,  1916,  as  under,  appealing  from  the 
objections  of  the  Auditor  General  to  certain  payments  for  work  performed 
by  the  Pacific  Dredging  Companj',  Ltd.,  under  extensions,  so  called,  of  its 
contract  for  the  dredging  of  False  creek,  British  Columbia.  The  Minister 
states  as  follows: — 

That  under  the  authority  of  an  Order  in  Coimcil,  dated  Mai'ch  3,  1913,  tl>e  Department  of 
Public  Works  entered  into  a contract  with  The  Pacific  Dredging  Company,  Limited,  for  the 
removal  of  3,300,000  cubic  yards  of  material,  place  measurement,  at  21  cents  per  cubic  yard,  to 
provide  a channel  350  feet  wide  and  20  feet  deep  in  False  creek,  Vancouver,  B.C.,  entailing  an 
expenditure  of  about  §693,000; 

That  the  above  channel  was  not  wide  enough  to  permit  vessels- to  anchor  and  turn  in  it, 
and  Council,  imder  date  of  December  22,  1913,  authorized  the  dredging  of  an  additional  quantity 
of  542,000  cubic  yards  of  material  to  provide  an  anchorage  and  turning  basin  between  the  Great 
Northern  Railway  and  Connaught  bridges,  at  an  approximate  expenditure  of  §113,820; 

That  the  Vancouver  Harbour  Commissioners  havhig  requested  the  dredging  of  an  additional 
turning  basin  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  Granville  street  mud  flats,  adjacent  to  a bullchead  imder 
construction  by  them,  to  facilitate  navigation  and  shipping  m False  creek,  the  contract  in  question 
was  further  extended,  under  an  Order  in  Coimcil  passed  on  July  8,  1916,  so  as  to  include  the 
dredging  of  the  quantity  of  material  required  for  this  work,  viz.,  425,274  cubic  yards,  representing 
an  expenditure  of  about  §89,307.54; 

That  the  Auditor  General  has  made  the  following  representations  respecting  these  exten- 
sions:— 

In  both  of  these  extensions  the  work  was  to  be  given  to  the  Pacific  Dredging  Company 
at  21  cents  per  cubic  yard  without  calling  for  public  tenders  as  required  by  the  Public 
Works  Act.  I\Tiy  was  this  Act  not  complied  with'^  In  connection  with  the  first 
extension  the  department  was  aware  that  there  was  sufficient  space  at  the  upper  end 
of  False  creek,  east  of  Main  street  to  hold  the  spoil,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  for 
a long  haul,  and  this  might  have  been  a determining  factor  in  obtainuig  a lower  price 
than  21  cents. 

This  property  was  acquired  by  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway,  and  I unilerstand  the 
contractor  was  allowed  to  dispose  of  the  s[X)il  for  16  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

Clause  11  of  the  specification  provides  th.at  all  material  dredged  out  will  be  deposited  in 
such  places  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  indicated  in  wuiting  by  the  chief  engineer. 

It  appears  to  me  that  if  the  chief  engineer  had  instructed  the  contractor  to  dejxisit  the 
spoil  for  filluig  up  land  for  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  it  would  be  proper  for 
the  Government  to  collect  the  16  cents  per  cubic  yard  instead  of  the  contractor. 

In  connection  with  the  second  extension,  I understand  that  this  drixlging  was  askeil  for 
by  the  Ihirbour  Commissioners.  The  turning  basin  adjoins  the  docks  which  are 
being  built  by  the  Harbour  Commissioners,  and  the  dredged  material  can  be  pumpeil 
in  for  filling  these  docks.  I unilerstand  that  the  contractor  is  getting  14  cents  per 
cubic  yard  for  this  filling.  Is  there  any  rea.son  why  the  Government  should  not 
collect  this  14  cents  or  give  the  Harbour  Commissioners  the  sjmil  free,  instead  of 
making  it  profitable  for  the  contractor? 

According  to  the  specifications  the  channel  to  be  dredged  is  to  a ilepth  of  20  feet  below 
low  water,  from  Ihe  entrance  up  to  a short  di.stance  from  the  head  of  the  creek,  but  I 
understand  that  the  foundations  of  the  Kilsilano  briilge  will  not  permit,  at  that 
jKiint,  of  more. than  12  feet  below  low  water.  Would  not  this  curtail  the  usefulness 
of  a 20-foot  channel  above  the  bridge? 

That  the  .Auditor  General,  in  conclusion,  states  that  as  the  (irogress  estiniate.s  show  3, 194,896 
cubic  yards  dredged  and  jiaid  for  on  the  original  contract,  he  will  have  to  take  exception  to  any 
payments  on  the  extensions  until  they  have  been  brought  within  the  requirements  of  the  I’ublic 
Works  Act;

Lc  bureau  a pris  en  consideration  un  rapport  du  ministre  des  Travaux 
publics,  date  du  14  novembre  1916,  donne  ci-apres,  interjetant  appel  contre 
les  objections  de  I’auditeur  general  concernant  certains  paiements  pour  travaux 
fails  par  la  Pacific  Dredging  Company,  Ltd.,  en  vertu  de  prolongemcnts  de 
son  contrat  de  dragage  dans  la  riviere  False,  C.-R.  Le  rapport  du  ministre 
est  comme  suit : — 

En  vertu  d'un  arrete  en  conseil  en  date  du  3 mars  1913,  le  nimistere  des  Travaux  publics 
a passe  un  contrat  avec  la  Pacific  Dredging  Company,  Limited,  pour  I’enldvement  de  3, .300, 000 
verges  cubes  de  materiaux,  mesures  sur  place,  ^21  cents  la  verge  cube,  afin  de  creuser  un  chenal 
de  350  pieds  de  largeur  et  de  20  pieds  de  profondeur  dans  False  Creek,  t’ancouver,  C.-B.,  contrat 
entrainant  une  depense  d’cnxnron  8693,000; 

Lc  dit  ehcnal  n’etant  pas  assez  large  pour  permettre  aux  vaisseaux  d’y  mouillcr  et  d’y  \-irer, 
le  conseil  autorisa,  i la  date  du  22  decembre  1913,  le  dragage  d’une  quantity  additionnelle  de 
542,000  verges  cubes  de  materiaux  afin  de  faire  un  bassin  d’ancrage  et  de  wage  entre  les  ponts 
Great-Xorthem  et  Connaught  h un  coOt  approximatif  de  $113,820; 

Les  commissaires  du  haxTc  de  Vancouver  aj'ant  demand^  le  dragage  d’un  bassin  de  xirage 
additionnel  ht  Textr^mit^  est  des  bas-fonds  de  la  rue  Granville,  adjacent  5 la  cloison  qu’ils  Ctaient 
k con.struire,  pour  faeiliter  la  navigation  et  I'expf’dition  des  marchandises  par  False  Creek,  lc 
contrat  en  question  fut  de  ncuvtau  prolong^  par  un  arreti;  en  conseil  du  8 juillet  1916,  de  mam^re 
k inclurc  le  dragage  d’une  certaine  quantity  de  materiaux  requis  pour  ce  travail,  sa voir:  524,274 
verges  cubes,  reprtisentant  une  dfpense  d’environ  $89,307.54; 

L’auditeur  g^nf-ral  a fait  les  rcprfcentations  suivantes  au  sujet  de  ces  extensions  de  contrat: — 

Dans  ces  deux  extensions  de  contrat,  les  travaux  ont  <;t6  donnas  a la  Pacific  Dredging 
Company  k 21  cents  la  verge  cube  sans  demande  de  soumissions  publiques  tel  que  requis 
par  la  loi  des  Travaux  publics.  Pourquoi  n’a-t-on  pas  suixi  la  loi?  Pour  la  premiftre 
extension,  le  minist^re  savait  qu’il  avait  suffisamment  d’cspace  k l’extr«5mit^  suptirieure 
du  False  Creek,  k I’est  de  la  rue  Main,  pour  eontenir  tous  les  materiaux  dragu6s,  dvitant 
d'aller  au  loin  les  jeter,  et  ec  fait  aurait  du  faire  fixer  urTprix  plus  bas  que  21  cents. 

Cette  propridtd  a dtd  achetde  par  le  cheinin  de  for  Cansulian-Xorthem,  et  je  comprends 
que  I’entrepreneur  a pu  disp>oscr  des  matdriaux  draguds  pour  un  prix  de  16  cents  la  verge 
cube. 

La  clause  11  du  cahier  des  charges  pourvoit  i ce  (jue  tous  les  matdriaux  draguds 
soient  ddposds  en  tels  endroits  et  de  telle  maniere  que  I’ingdnieur  en  chef  indiquera  par 
dcrit. 

11  me  semble  que  si  I’ingdnicur  en  chef  avait  donnd  instruction  it  I’entrcpreneur  de 
ddposer  lea  matdriaux  comme  terre  de  remplissage  sur  lc  terrain  du  Canadian-Xorthem, 
il  serait  rai.«onnablc  pour  le  gouvemement  de  percevoir  les  16  cents  la  verge  cube  au 
lieu  de  I’entrepreneur. 

•\  propos  de  la  seconde  extension  du  contrat,  je  comprends  que  cc  dragage  a dtd 
demandd  par  les  commissaires  du  havre.  Le  bassin  de  virage  est  voisin  des  docks  en 
cours  de  construction  par  les  commissaires  du  havre,  et  les  matdriaux  draguds  peuvent 
dtre  poussds  directcmgnt  au  moyen  d’une  pompe  pour  remplir  ces  docks.  Je  comprends 
que  I’entrepreneur  retire  14  cents  la  verge  cube  pour  ce  rcmpli-ssage.  Y a-t-il  une  bonne 
raison  pour  empdeher  lc  gouvemement  de  percevoir  ces  14  cents  ou  donner  gratis  tous 
ees  matdriaux  aux  commissaires  du  havre  au  lieu  d’en  faire  une  affaire  profitable  pour 
I'entrepreneur? 

D’aprds  le  cahier  des  charges,  le  chenal  devait  dtre  dragud  ik  une  profondeiir  de  20 
pieds  au-dessous  de  la  marde  basse,  depuis  I’entrdc  jusqu’ik  une  eourte  fhstance  de  la 
tdte  de  la  riviere,  mais  je  comprends  quo  les  fondations  du  pont  Kitsilano  ne  permettent 
pas  de  creuser  ^ cet  endroit  plus  bas  que  12  pieds  au-de.ssous  du  niveau  de  basse  m.ardo. 
Get  empdehement  ne  ddtruira-t-il  pas  toute  1 utilitd  du  chenal  de  20  pierls  en  amont  du 
pont? 
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That  the  contract  with  The  Pacific  Dredging  Company,  Limited,  contains  the  two  following 
clauses; — 

8.  — Quantities. — The  quantities  of  material  stated  are  approximate  only  and  may 
be  increased  or  decreased,  in  actual  work,  thirty-three  and  one-third  (33  j)  per  cent. 

9.  — Limits  of  Dredging. — ^The  fines  and  grades  to  which  dredging  is  to  be  done  will 
be  established  by  the  engineer.  The  depths  given  in  the  form  of  tender  or  schedule  are 
approximate  only,  and  the  department  reserves  the  right  to  modify  or  alter  the  depth, 
also  the  fines  of  the  work,  without  any  additional  remuneration  over  and  above  the  contract 
prices.  The  place  of  low  water  level  governing  the  depth  to  which  dredging  is  to  be  carried 
out  will  be  fixed  by  the  engineer  in  charge  in  relation  to  the  zero  of  a gauge  already  existing 
or  to  be  established  by  him  for  the  purpose. 

That  the  contract  was  awarded  as  a result  of  a public  call  for  tenders. 

Three  bids  were  received,  in  answer,  as  follows: — 

Pacific  Dredging  Co.,  Ltd 21  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

Northern  Construction  Co.,  Ltd 22  “ “ 

J.  W.  Pike 22| 

That  as  regards  the  question  of  the  Auditor  General  relative  to  the  calling  for  tenders,  the 
action  of  the  department  is  justified  on  the  ground  that  imder  clause  8 of  contract  it  has  the  power 
to  increase  the  quantities,  and  under  clause  9 to  modify  the  lines  of  the  work.  As  the  two  turning 
basins  above  mentioned  were  found  necessary  and  formed  a part  of  the  False  creek  improve- 
ments, it  was  deemed  advisable  to  use  the  power  conferred  by  the  contract  and  extend  it  so  as 
to  cover  this  additional  work  without  calling  for  tenders,  as  the  department  considered  that  fair 
and  sufficient  competition  had  been  seciu-ed  by  the  tenders  above  quoted; 

That  with  reference  to  the  disposal  of  the  spoil  by  the  contractors  as  filling,  and  seciu-ing  a 
profit  therefrom,  the  Assistant  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  reported 
as  follow's: — 

As  regards  a revision  of  the  price  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  contractors  were  enabled 
to  dispose  of  the  material  for  filling-in  purposes,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  department 
has  given  consideration  to  the  general  policy  of  control  over  material  disposed  of  in  this 
manner,  and  the  conclusion  Wiis  arrived  at,  some  years  ago,  that  this  was  not  feasible. 

Control  over  material  deposited  for  filling  purposes  involves  the  department  in  intricate 
problems  of  providing  the  land  requireil  for  the  spoil,  construction  of  bulkheads,  rehandling 
of  material,  and  providing,  in  many  cases,  plant  for  increased  pumping  pressure. 

For  these,  and  many  other  reasons,  it  has  not  been  the  policy  of  the  department,  in 
dealing  with  dredging  contracts  where  material  is  to  be  spoiled  in  any  manner  other  than 
by  dumping  out  of  hopper  scows,  to  control  the  disposition  of  dredged  material. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  contractors,  if  they  anticipated  that  the  material  could  be 
disposed  of  as  fiU,  revised  their  tender  prices  accordingly,  and  that  the  department  receivetl 
a commensurate  benefit. 

In  this  p.articular  wofk  the  contractors  have  foimd  it  nece-ssary  to  install  plant  which 
must  have  required  a considerable  outlay  to  enable  them  to  place  the  dredged  material 
as  filling,  and  the  price  obtained  by  them  cannot  be  regarded  as  all  profit.  We  arc  informed 
that  a rel.ay  or  boosting  pump  was  required  for  long  ilischarges,  and  it  was  also  necessary 
to  cast  over  and  loosen  material  by  dipper  dredge  to  enable  the  hydraulic  dredge  to  move 
hard  material. 

That  as  regards  the  question  concerning  the  depth  of  water  in  the  navigable  psiss  of  the 
Kitsilano  bridge,  it  may  be  state<l  that  this  bridge  is  not  a permanent  one,  and  the  records  of  the 
department  show  that  it  has  not  been  approved  under  the  provisions  of  the  Navigable  Waters 
Protection  Act.  Moreover,  the  de])artment  does  not  consider  that  this  bridge  should  be  allowcxl 
to  interfere  with  an  adequate  scheme  to  provide  the  necessary  requirements  to  False  creek; 

That  m view  of  the  rea-sons  given  above,  it  is  considered  that  the  contractors  should  bo  paid 
for  work  performed  under  the  extensions  to  their  contract  for  dredging  in  False  ereek,  ^■aneouver, 
B.C. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  Honourable  the  Treasuiy  Hoard  be  movetl 
to  direct  the  Auditor  General  to  make  jiayment  of  the  estimates  far  work  perfornuHl  under  the 
extensions  to  the  contract  of  the  Pacific  Dredging  ('ompany.  Limited,  for  drixl^ing  in  False 
creek,  Vancouver  harbour,  H.G.,  which  extensions  were  authoriztxl  by  the  Order  in  t'ouncil  of 
December  22,  1913,  and  .Iiily  8,  191(>,  above  referred  to.

9.  — Limitfs  du  dragage. — I,es  lignes  et  les  rampes  suivant  lesquelles  le  dragage  sera 
fait  seront  ^tablies  par  l'ing<?nieur.

Au  sujet  de  la  demande  de  l'auditeur  general  concemant  un  nouvel  appel  de  sovimissions. 
Paction  du  ministdre  est  justifiee  par  le  fait  qu’en  vertu  de  la  clause  8,  il  a le  pouvoir  d’augmenter 
les  quantites,  et  en  vertu  de  la  clausse  9,  il  pent  modifier  les  homes  <les  travaux.  Vu  que  les

Au  sujet  de  I'emploi  des  materiaux  extraits  et  employes  par  l’entrei)reneur  comme  materiaux 
de  remplis.sage  en  retirant  un  profit  de  cette  transaction,  le  sovis-ingenieur  en  chef  du  ministere 
des  Travaux  publics  fait  le  rapjiort  suivant; — 

Au  sujet  de  la  revision  du  prix  en  vue  du  fait  que  les  entrepreneurs  ont  pu  disposer 
des  materiaux  po\ir  le  reni|)lis.sage  d’autres  travaux,  on  peut  repliqtier  que  le  ministere 
a adopte  comme  conduite  habituelle,  il  y a quelques  annees,  de  ne  pas  s’occuper  de  cette 
question,  parce  que  cela  n'etait  pas  pratique. 

lye  controle  sur  les  materiaux  employes  pour  fins  de  remplis.sage  entratne  le  ministere 
dans  line  foule  de  probiemes  compliques  .comme  dc  trouver  le  terrain  necessaire  pour 
deposer  ces  materiaux,  constniire  des  murs  dc  retenue,  et  de  se  procurer  dans  plusicurs 
cas  dc  materiel  pour  augmenter  la  pression  <les  pompes. 

Four  ces  rai.sons  et  plusieurs  autres,  le  ministere  a decide,  dans  tous  les  contrats 
dc  dragage  oil  les  materiaux  sont  emjiloyes  autrement  que  par  le  rejet  au  moyen  de  marics- 
•saloppes,  de  ne  pas  controlcr  I’emploi  des  materiaux  dragues. 

On  suppose  que  les  entrepreneurs,  s’ils  croient  que  les  materiaux  peuvent  ftre  em- 
ployes pour  rempiissage,  ont  fixe  le  prix  de  leur  soumission  en  consequence,  et  le  prix 
qu’ils  resolvent  pour  ces  materiaux  ne  doit  pas  etre  consideri'  comme  tout  profit,  et  le 
ministere  sc  trouve  ^ rccevoir  un  benefice  proportionne. 

Dans  ces  travaux,  les  entrepreneurs  ont  ete  obliges  d’installcr  un  outillage  qui  a 
dii  coiiter  beaucoup  afin  de  jimivoir  employer  les  materiaux  pour  remplissi^e,  et  le  prix 
qu’il  ont  re^u  ne  i>cut  6tre  considere  comme  un  profit  net.

A propos  dc  la  profomfeur  de  I’eau  dans  le  chcnal  vis-A-vis  le  pont  Kitsilano,  on  peut  repondre 
que  ce  pont  n’est  pas  permanent,  et  les  registres  du  ministere  demontrent  que  ce  pont  n’a  pas 
ete  approuve  en  vertu  des  clauses  de  la  loi  de  protection  dcs  eaux  navigablcs.  De  plus,  Ic  minis- 
tere considere  que  ce  pont  ne  de\Tait  pas  etre  un  obstacle  h un  plan  adequat  pour  pourvoir  aux 
ameliorations  necessaires  dans  False  Creek;

Le  ministre  recommande  done  que  le  con.scil  du  Tresor  donne  instruction  & Tauditeur 
general  de  payer  les  estimes  des  travaux  faits  en  vertu  des  exten.sions  au  contrat  de  la  Pacific 
Dredging  Company,  Limited,  pour  dragage  dans  la  rividre  False,  port  de  Vancouver.  C.-B., 
extensions  autorisees  par  les  an-etes  en  conseil  du  22  decembre  1913  et  du  8 juillct  1916,  men- 
tionnes ci-dessus. 
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Limited,  in  connection  with  certain  extensions  of  their  contract  for  the  removal  of  material  to 
provide  a channel  in  False  creek,  Vancouver,  B.C. 

I have  to  request  that  you  will  be  good  enough  to  advise  me,  for  the  information  of  the 
Treasm-y  Board,  as  to  the  nature  and  ground  of  your  objections  to  the  payment  in  question, 
and  also  as  to  the  clause  and  section  of  the  Audit  Act  under  which  such  objections  are  taken. 
I shall  also  be  glad  to  have  any  remarks  you  may  wish  to  make  in  reference  to  the  matter. 

On  the  8th  January,  1917,  the  Auditor  General  replied  as  follows:  — 

Let  me  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  No.  80487,  enclosing  a request  from  the  Public 
Works  Department  for  an  over-ruhng  in  favour  of  the  Pacific  Dredging  Company,  in  connection 
with  certain  ex-tensions  of  their  contract  for  the  removal  of  material  to  provide  a channel  in 
False  creek,  Vancouver,  B.C. 

You  ask  for  the  nature  and  ground  of  my  objections  to  the  payment  in  question,  and  the 
section  of  the  Audit  Act  under  which  they  are  taken.  Also  for  any  remarks  I may  wish  to  make 
in  reference  to  the  matter. 

First  Specification,  and  Two  Extensions. 

The  first  contract,  dated  July  8,  1913  was  for  dredging  “The  Channel  in  False  creek,  Van- 
couver, B.C.”,  350  feet  wide  and  20  feet  deep;  the  volume  being  estimated  at  3,300,000  cubic 
yards.  The  work  was  to  be  completed  by  December  31,  1914. 

Section  No.  8 of  the  specification  was  worded  as  follows:  “Quantities:  The  quantities  of 
material  stated  are  approximate  only,  and  may  be  increased  or  decreased,  in  actual  work,  thirty- 
three  and  one-third  per  cent.” 

By  Order  in  Council  of  December  22,  1913,  an  adtlitional  quantity  of  542,000  cubic  yards  of 
dredging  was  specified,  “ to  provide  an  anchorage  and  turning  bashx  between  the  Great  Northern 
Railway  and  Comiaught  bridges.” 

By  Order  in  Coimcil  of  July  8,  1916,  a second  extension  was  specified,  of  425,274  cubic 
yards,  to  dredge  “ an  additional  turning-basin  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  Granville  street  mud 
flats,  adjacent  to  a bulkhead  under  construction  ” by  the  Vancouver  Harbour  Commission, 
“ To  Facilitate  navigation  and  shipping  in  False  creek.” 

At  21  cents  a yard,  the  price  named  in  the  original  tender,  these  services  money  out  as 
follows : — ■ 


Channel  in  False  creek:  3,300,000  c.y 8693,000  00 

Anchorage  and  turning-basin : 542,000  c.y 113,820  00 

Additional  turning-basin  at  Granville  Street 

mud  flats:  42.5,274  c.y 89,307  54 


Summary  of  Objections  to  the  Payment  now  in  Hand. 

First:  The  main  contract  was  not  let  by  such  a public  tender  as  is  contemplated  by  section 
30  of  the  Public  Works  Act. 

Second:  The  dredging  at  Granville  Street  mud  flats  was  a separate  work;  and  tenders 
should  have  been  invited  for  it  by  public  advertisement. 

Third:  The  dredging  at  GranviUe  Street  mud  flats  will  not  be  available  for  use  until  the 
bar  at  Kitsilano  bridge  is  removed,  and  may  fill  up  in  the  meantime. 

Fourth:  The  filling  from  the  Granville  Street  mud  flats  should  be  given  to  the  Vaneouver 
Harbour  Commi.ssion  instead  of  to  the  contractors,  who  jire  selling  it  to  the  commission. 

Fifth:  The  filling  from  the  first  extension  of  542,000  cubic  yards  should  have  been  sold  to 
the  C'.auadian  Northern  Railway  instead  of  being  given  to  the  contractors,  who  made  the  same 
sale  themselves,  for  their  own  profit. 

These  objections  are  developed  under  the  corresponding  headings  which  follow. 

Tenders  by  Publii  Advertisement,  on  Precise  Specifications. 

By  the  Public  Works  Act,  chaj).  39,  sec.  36,  “ Whenever  any  works  are  to  be  executed  under 
the  direction  of  any  dep:irlment  of  the  Government,  the  Minister  having  chiu'ge  of  such  depiirt- 
ment  shall  invite  tenders  by  public  advertisement  fiir  the  execution  of  such  works,”  except  in 
cases  A,  B,  C,  not  here  in  question. 

Section  8 of  the  specification  for  False  Greek  dredging  is:  “ The^  quantities  of  material  are 
approximate  only,  and  may  be  incre.ased  or  <lecrc!iscd,  in  actual  work,  thirty-three  and  one-third 
per  cent.” 

One  of  the  motiv’cs  for  “ Tender  by  Public  .Advertisement  ” (so  explicitly  requireil  by  the 
Public  Works  Act),  is  the  removal  of  all  possibility  of  favouritism  toward  one  successful  tenderer, 
or  discrimination  against  another,  after  the  contract  has  been  awarded.

Permettez-moi  d’accuser reception  de  votre  lettre  n°80487  contenantune  reque.te  du  ministere 
des  Travaux  publics  d’une  decision  adverse  k I’auditeur  g<5n<?ral  et  en  faveur  de  la  Pacific  Dredging 
Company,  relativemcnt  k certaines  extensions  de  leur  contrat  pour  I’enlfevement  de  matdriaux 
dans  lc  but  de  ereuser  un  chenal  dans  False  Creek,  Vancouver,  C.-B. 

\’ous  demandez  la  nature  et  les  raisons  de  mes  objections  k un  paiement  en  question,  et  la 
section  de  la  loi  de  I'audition  sur  laquelle  ces  raisons  sont  basics.  Aussi  les  remarques  que  je 
pouirais  faire  it  ce  sujet. 

Cnhier  des  charges  pri7nitives,  el  deux  extensions. 

Le  premier  contrat  en  date  du  8 juillet  1913  6tait  poiu-  dragage  d’un  tcchenal  dans  False 
Creek,  \'ancouver,  C.-B. » de  3.50  pieds  de  largcur  et  de  20  pieds  de  profondeur;  le  volume  de 
mat^riaux  it  cnlever  ^tait  estimd  k 3,300,000  verges  cubes.  Lc  travail  a ^t6  compl^td  le  31  d6cem- 
bre  1914. 

La  section  8 du  caliier  des  charges  se  lit  comme  suit:  «Quantit(5s:  Les  quantity  de  mat<5- 
riaux  sp6cifiees  ne  sont  qu’approximatives,  et  peuvent  6tre  augment4es  ou  diminu6es  pendant 
les  travaux,  de  trente-trois  et  un  tiers  pour  cent». 

Par  un  arret6  en  conseil  du  22  decembre  1913,*une  quantity  additionnelle  de  542,000  verges 
cubes  de  dragage  fut  sp^cifide  «pour  former  un  bassin  d’ancrage  et  de  virage  entre  les  ponts 
du  chemin  de  fer  Canadian-Xort  hern  et  Connaught. » 

Par  un  arr5t^  en  conseil  du  8 juillet  1916,  une  seconde  extension  fut  accord6e  j)our  425,274 
verges  cubes  afin  de  ereuser  «un  bassin  de  virage  additionnel  dans  la  partie  est  des  bas-fonds 
de  la  rue  Granville,  adjacent  k la  cloison  en  cours  de  construction's  par  la  commission  du  havre 
de  Vancouver, » pour  faciliter  la  navigation  et  I’e.xpddition  du  fret  dans  False  Creek.  » 

A 21  cents  la  verge  cube,  le  prix  marqu6  dans  lc  contrat  primitif,  ces  additions  donnent 


comme  suit: — 

Chenal  dans  False  Creek^  3,300,000  verges  cubes $693,000  00 

Bassin  d’ancrage  et  de  virage,  542,000  verges  cubes 113,820  00 

Bassin  add.  dans  bas-fonds  de  la  rue  Granx'ille,  425,274  ver.  cubes.  89,307  54 


Risutni  des  objections  aux  jMiements  en  question. 

1.  Le  contrat  primitif  n’a  pas  <;t6  accorde  par  une  soumission  publique  telle  que  sp5cifi<5e 
par  la  section  36  de  la  loi  des  'Travaux  publics. 

2.  IjS  dragage  dans  les  bas-fonds  de  la  rue  GranvuUe  est  un  travail  s6par6;  et  il  aurait  fallu 
demander  des  soumissions  par  annonces  publiques. 

3.  Le  dr^age  des  bas-fonds  de  la  rue  Granville  ne  pourra  porter  profit  quo  lorsque  la  barre 
du  pont  Kitsilano  sera  enlev^e,  et  dans  I’intervalle  le  bassin  d’araont  se  remplira. 

4.  Les  matdriaux  de  rempli.ssagc  prdvenant  des  bas-fonds  de  la  rue  Granville  dexTaient 
^tre  donnas  i la  commission  du  havre  de  Vancouver  au  lieu  des  entrepreneurs,  qui  les  rex'endent 
k la  commission. 

5.  Les  mat^riaux  de  remplissage  provenant  de  la  premiere  extension  du  contrat,  soit  542,000 
verges  cubes,  devraient  Mrc  vendus  au  chemin  de  fer  Canadian-Xorthern  au  lieu  d’fitre  donnds 
aux  entrepreneurs,  qui  les  revendent  k leur  propre  profit. 

Cos  objections  sont  donn^es  au  long  sous  les  rubriques  suivantes: 

Soumissions  par  annonces  publiques,  d'aprks  cahier  de  charges  precises.  ^ 

En  vertu  de  la  loi  des  Travaux  publics,  ch.  39,  sec.  36,  «Toutes  lea  fois  que  des  travaux 
seront  ex6cut<5s  sous  la  direction  d’un  ministere  quelconque  du  gouvemement,  le  ministre  en 
t^te  de  ce  ministire  devra  demander  des  soumissions  par  annonces  iiubliques  pour  Texfeution 
de  CCS  travmix*,  excepts  dans  les  cas  A,  B,  C,  hors  de  question  ici. 

La  section  8 du  cahier  des  charges  pour  le  dragage  de  False  Creek  est:  «Iycs  quantib^  de 
mab^riaux  ne  sont  qu’approximatives,  et  peuvent  fitre  augmenttics  ou  diminu6es  pendant  les 
travaux  de  trente-trois  et  un  tiers  pour  cent. 
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^Miere  specifications  are  precise,  and  quantities  are  defined  within  the  closest  practicable 
limits,  these  objects  may  be  attained. 

But  where  one  successful  tenderer  may  be  awarded  twice  as  much  work  as  another  would 
have  got,  these  objects  are  not  guaranteed.  ’ 

A small  margin  of  variation  may  be  advisable  in  practice;  a range  of  half  the  whole  work  is 
too  wide. 

In  the  present  instance,  on  an  original  specified  quantity  of  3,300,000  yards,  one  tenderer 
might  have  this  increased  to  4,400,000  yards;  another  tenderer  might  have  it  reduced  to  2,200,000 
yards. 

The  weakness  in  the  recent  specification  form  was  not  noted  by  the  Audit  Office  at  an  earlier 
date.  Now  that  its  seriousness  is  so  manifest,  instructions  should  be  issued  for  its  correction 
and  removal  in  future,  before  any  further  progress  is  made  in  relieving  the  Pacific  Dredging 
Company. 

Dredging  at  Granville  Flats  is  a Separate  Work. 

The  dredging  contemplated  at  Granville  Street  mud  flats,  of  425,274  cubic  yards,  is  not  so 
closely  inter-connected  with  the  dredging  of  the  main  channel  leading  up  to  it,  as  to  make  it 
an  extension  of  the  original  contract. 

The  main  channel  was  practically  completed  before  the  Granville  work  was  begun. 

If  the  latter  is  to  be  carried  out  at  aU,  tenders  should  be  invited  for  it  by  public  advertise- 
ment. 

Granville  20-foot  Basin  accessible  only  to  12-foot  Vessels. 

My  letter  to  the  Department,  dated  September  5,  1916,  in  the  section  dealing  with  the 
second  extension,  made  the  following  remark:  “ According  to  the  specification,  the  (main) 
channel  to  be  dredged  is'  to  a depth  of  20  feet  below  low-water,  from  the  entrance  up  to  a short 
distance  from  the, head  of  the  creek;  but  I understand  that  the  foundations  of  the  KitsiLano 
bridge  will  not  permit,  at  that  point,  of  more  than  12  feet  below  low-water. Would  not  this  curtail 
the  usefulness  of  a 20-foot  channel  above  the  bridge'?” 

The  departmental  reply  of  October  24,  1916,  on  this  point,  was:  “ .-Vs  regards  the  depth 
of  water  in  the  navigable  pass  at  the  Ixitsilano  bridge,  it  may  be  stated  that  this  is  not  a permanent 
structure;  and  our  records  show  that  approval  was  not.  obtained  for  its  construction  under 
chapter  115,  R.S.C.  The  department  does  not  consider  that  the  bridge  should  be  allowed  to 
interfere  with  an  adequate  scheme  to  provide  the  necessary  improvements  to  False  creek.” 

The  department’s  proposition  appears  to  be  to  proceed  now  with  the  deepening  of  the  upper 
basin;  and  to  order  the  reconstruction  or  removal  of  the  bridge  (necessarily  consequent  upon 
such  deepening)  at  some  undefined  Later  time. 

The  e.xpenditure,  however,  is  of  such  magnitude  (§89,307.54)  that  it  would  be  safer  to 
arrange  for  an  alteration  of  the  bridge  before  the  deepening  is  commenced. 

If,  by  some  at  present  unforeseen  development,  it  should  prove  impossible  for  the  depart- 
ment to  force  the  removal  of  the  8-foot  bar  at  the  Kitsilano  bridge,  the  e.xpenditure  on  the  lower 
8 feet  of  deepening  above  that  point  would  be  wasted. 

Moreover,  imtil  the  8-foot  bar  is  removed,  the  20-foot  dredging  above  it  would  create  a 
settling-basin  for  whatever  scouring  and  sewage  may  be  brought  down  from  higher  land. 

Though  “ Premat^eness  of  Expenditure  ” was  not,  at  the  passing  of  the  Audit  Act, 
named  explicitly  as  a ground  for  refusal  to  pay,  it  may  (I  tliink)  be  classed  broadly  under  the 
heading  ” Money  not  Justly  Due”  (especially  in  war  times);  and  such  may  be  t.aken  !is  the 
reason  why  this  particular  item  goes  to  the  Treasury  Board.  Tliis  objection  will  not  hold  if 
the  8-foot  bar  is  removed  before  the  <lredgiug  is  performe<l.  — 

Granville  Flats:  Interest  of  Vancouver  Harbour  Commission. 

Section  6 of  chapter  54  of  the  statutes  of  1913  reads:  “ The  corporation  [Vancouver  Il.orbour 
Commissioners]  shall  consist  of  three  commissioners,  appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
\ipon  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Miirine  and  Fisheries,  and  they  shall  hold  office 
during  pleasure.” 

By  chapter  17  of  the  statutes  of  1914  (May  27,  1914):  ‘‘  Sections  14  and  15  of  the  statutes 

of  1913 are  hereby  repealed,  ami  the  lands  and  ii\terest  in  lands  within  the  limits 

of  the  harbour  as  therein  described  are  her('by  declared  to  be  revested  in  Ilis  Majesty  in 
the  right  of  Canada  from  ami  after  the  date  of  the  i>assing  of  this  Act.” 

That  is  to  say,  the  ^’aneouver  Harbour  Commission  is  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  specialized 
for  the  function  of  administering  the  Vancouver  harbour. 
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L’un  des  motifs  dc  la  domande  de  soumissions  par  annonces  publiques  (requise.s  si  expli- 
citemont  par  la  loi  des  Travaux  publics),  est  I’abolition  de  tout  patronage  ou  favoritisme  envers 
un  entrepreneur  heurcux,  ou  distinction  au  detriment  d'un  autre,  aprds  que  le  contrat  a dt6 
accord^. 

Lorsque  Ics  charges  sont  prdciscs  et  que  les  quantit<5s  sont  dftermin^es  le  plus  pr6s  possible 
dans  la  pratique,  ces  buts  peuvent  dtre  atteints. 

Mais  lorsque  rheureux  souinLssionnaire  obtient  deux  fois  autant  de  travail  que  n’aurait 
obtenu  un  autre,  I'objet  de  la  loi  n’est  pas  atteint. 

Une  faiblc  marge  peut  etre  utile  en  pratique,  mais  une  variation  de  la  raoitid  des  travaux 
est  trop  forte. 

Dans  le  cas  prdsent,  sur  une  quantity  determince  de  .3,300,000  verge.s  cubes,  un  soumis- 
sionnaire  peut  voir  son  contrat  augmentd  jusqu’ii  4,400,000  verges  cubes  tandis  qu’un  autre 
verrait  son  contrat  rdiluit  it  2,200,000  verges  cubes. 

Ce  ddfaut  des  rdeentes  formules  de  charges  n’a  pas  dtd  remarqud  plus  t6t  par  le  bureau 
de  I’auditeur.  A prdsent  que  la  gravitd  de  ce  ddfaut  devient  si  manifeste,  il  faudrait  donner 
des  instructions  pour  sa  disparition  ou  sa  correction  pour  I’avenir,  avant  de  faire  quelque  autre 
ddmarche  pour  aider  la  Pacific  Dredging  Company. 

Le  dragage  des  bas-forvis  de  la  rue  Granville  est  un  outrage  dislincl. 

Le  dragage  projetd  des  bas-bonds  de  la  rue  Granville,  soit  42.5,274  verges  cpbes,  n'est  pas 
si  intimement  relid  i celui  du  chenal  principal  qui  y conduit,  que  Ton  puissc  le  considdrer  comme 
une  extension  du  contrat  primitif. 

Le  chenal  principal  dtait  pratiquement  termind  avant  le  commencement  des  travaux  a la 
rue  Granville.  . 

S’il  est  ndeessaire  de  faire  exdcuter  ces  derniers  travaux,  on  flevrait  demander  des  soumis- 
sions par  annonces  publiques. 

Le  bassin  dc  Granrille,  profond  de  SO  pieds,  accessible  aux  vaisscaux  d'un  tiranl  de  IS  pieds. 

Ma  lettre  it  votre  minustdre,  en  date  du  5 septembre  1910,  dans  la  partie  concernant  la 
deuxidme  extension,  contenait  la  remarque  suivante:  «D’aprds  le  cahier  des  charges,  le  chenal 
(principal)  doit  dtre  creusd  d une  profonoeur  de  20  ))ieds  au-dessous  du  niveau  de  marde  basse, 
depuis  I’entrde  jusqu’d  une  courte  distance  de  la  tete  dc  la  rividre;  mais  jc  comprends  que  les 
fondations  du  pont  Kitsilano  ne  permettent  pas  de  creuser  d cet  endroit  plus  bas  que  12  pieds 
au-des.sous  du  niveau  de  biLsse  mer.  Cot  empdehement  ne  ddtruita-t-il  pas  toute  I’utilitd  du 
chenal  de  20  pieds  en  amont  du  pont?  » 

La  rdpon.se  du  ministdre  sur  ce  point,  en  date  du  26  octobre  1916,  a dtd:  «A  propos  de  la 
profondeur  dc  I’eau  dans  le  chenal  vi.s-d-vis  le  pont  Kitsilano,  on  peut  rdpondre  que  ce  pont  n’est 
p:is  permanent;  et  les  registres  de  ce  ministdre  ddmontrent  que  sji  construction  n’a  pas  dtd  ap- 
prouvde  en  vertu  du  chap.  11.5,  .S.R.C.  Le  ministdre  ne  con.siddrc  pas  que  ce  pont  puisse  dtre 
un  obstacle  au  ddveloppemcnt  d’un  plan  d’amdliorations  ndecssaires  dans  False  Creek. » 

La  proposition  du  ministdre  par^t  dtre  de  continuer  le  creusage  du  bassin  supdrieur;  puis 
d’ordonner  la  reconstruction  ou  I’enldvement  du  pont  (consdquence  ndeessaire  de  ce  creusage) 
k une  date  encore  inddtermindc. 

Cependant,  les  ddpenses  sont  tcllement  fortes  ($89, .307. 54)  qu’il  serait  plus  s6r  de  faire 
changer  le  pont  avant  de  commencer  le  crcu.s,age. 

.Si,  par  suite  de  quelqvies  comi)lications  imprd\'ues  actuellement  il  devient  impossible  i>our 
le  ministdre  d’itnpo.scr  I’enldvement  de  la  barre  de  8 pieds  au  pont  Kitsilano,  la  ddpense  du  creu- 
sage de  ces  8 pieds  au  deli  de  la  b.arrc  sera  gaspillde. 

De  plus,  jusqu’i  ce  que  la  barre  soit  disparue,  le  cre\is.age  i 20  pieds  en  amont  erdera  un 
bassin  dc  sdtlimentafion  oh  les  ddchets  et  ddbris  de  curage  et  d’dgout  venant  d’amont  s’accumu- 
leront. 

Bicn  qu’il  n’y  ait  pas  dans  la  loi  d’audition  une  clause  nommde  explicitement  parmi  les 
chefs  de  refus  de  paiement  sovis  la  rubrique  de  tddpenses  prdmaturdes  »,  on  jieut  classer  (je  crois) 
le  cas  actuel  d.ans  un  sens  large  sous  «montant  non  dh  en  justice*  (surtout  en  temps  de  guerre); 
et  e’est  li  la  rai.son  du  renvoi  devant  le  conseil  du  Trdsor.  Cette  objection  ne  sera  pas  main- 
tenue  si  Ton  enldve  la  barre  dc  8 pi.-ds  avant  de  faire  le  dragage. 

Bas-fonds  de  la  rue  Granrille:  intfrit  de  la  commission  du  }Mrl  de  Vancouver. 

La  section  6 du  chap.  .54  des  statute  de  1913  dit:  Iji  corporation  (commis.«ion  dy  port  de 
Vancouver)  sera  compo^  de  trois  commi&saires  nommds  par  le  Gouverneur  en  conseil  sur  la 
recommandation  du  ministre  de  la  Marine  et  des  Pficheries,  et  iLs  seront  en  office  au  bon  plaisir. 

Par  le  chapitre  37  des  statute  de  1914  (27  mai  1914),  les  sections  14  et  15  des  statute  de 

1913 sont  rappclfes  et  les  terrains  ainsi  que  tout  droit  sur  iceux  dans  les  limites  du  port 

tel  que  diVrit  sont  par  les  prt’-.senfes  d6clar6s  remis  i Sa  Majesty  sous  la  garde  du  Canada,  de  la 
date  de  la  sanction  de  cette  loi.i 

C’est-i-dire  que  la  commi.ssion  du  port  de  Vancouver  est  la  puissance  du  Canada  sp^cialis6e 
pour  I'administration  du  port  de  Vancouver. 
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Granville  Flats:  Proposed  Sale  of  Dredged  Material  for  Filling. 

By  clause  11  of  the  original  specification,  ‘ AU  material  dredged  out  wiU  be  deposited  in 
such  places  and  in  such  a manner  as  may  be  indicated  in  writing  by  the  chief  engineer,  the 
assistant  chief  engineer,  or  by  the  engmeer  acting  under  their  instructions.  Dredging  done,  or 
spoil  deposited,  contrary  to  the  directions  of  the  engmeer  will  not  bg  paid  for.’ 

My  letter^f  September  5,  1916,  to  the  Pubho  Works  Department,  said:  “ In  connection 
with  the  second  extension,  I understand  that  this  dredging  was  asked  for  by  the  Harbour  Com- 
missioners. The  turning  basin  adjoins  the  docks  which  are  being  built  by  the  Harbour  Com- 
missioners, and  the  dredged  material  can  be  pumped  in  for  filling  these  docks.  I understand 
that  the  contractor  is  getting  14  cents  per  cubic  yard  for  this  filling.  Is  there  any  reason  why 
the  Government  should  not  collect  this  14  cents,  or  give  the  Harbour  Commissioners  the  spoil 
free,  instead  of  making  it  profitable  for  the  contractor?” 

General  Policy  of  Control  over  Dredged  Material. 

In  answer  to  that  part  of  my  letter  of  September  5,  1916,  which  dealt  rvdth  the  transfer  of 
dredged  material  to  the  Vancouver  Harbour  Conunission,  the  department,  under  date  of  October 
24,  1916,  made  a general  reply  as  follows:  ‘‘The  department  some  time  ago  gave  careful  considera- 
tion to  the  general  policy  of  control  over  dredged  material  which  could  be  disposed  of  for  filling-in 
purposes,  and  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  this  Was  not  feasible,  for  the  reason  that  control 
over  material  deposited  for  filling  purposes  would  involve  the  department  in  intricate  problems 
of  providing  the  land  required  for  the  spoil,  construction  of  bulkheads,  re-handhng  of  material, 
and  providing  (in  many  cases)  plant  for  increased  pumpmg-pressure.  For  the  above,  and  for 
many  other  reasons,  it  has  therefore  not  been  the  policy  of  the  department  (in  dealing  with 
dredging  contracts,  where  material  is  to  be  spoiled  in  any  manner  other  than  by  dumping  from 
hopper-scows)  to  control  the  disposition  of  dredged  material.” 

Sjjcaking  (of  coiuse)  from  an  Audit  point-of-view,  I am  unable  to  admit  that  a department 
can  divest  itself  completely  and  generally  of  any  particular  function,  just  for  the  reason  that 
that  function  has  been  found,  in  some  particular  cases,  difficult  to  administer. 

Wherever  the  Government  has  a valid  and  important  claim  to  maintain,  special  enquiry 
should  be  made  in  each  case,  as  to  the  prospect  of  expense  of  maintenance.  It  is  only  when 
each  claim  is  foimd  separately  to  be  a losing  asset  that  it  can  be  waived.  To  fail  in  collecting  a 
possible  revenue  is  as  much  a breach  of  the  Audit  Act,  and  of  good  administration,  as  would  be 
the  issue  of  an  unearned  cheque. 

Granville  Flats:  Resuming  Discussion  of  sale  of  Dredged  Material. 

I have  before  me  the  report  of  an  officer  whom  I sent  to  Vancouver  last  fall  to  look  into 
these  accounts.  He  says:  “ Contractors  are  depositing  spoil  taken  from  the  channel  on  adjacent 
property  of  the  Vancouver  Harbour  Commission.  This  is  an  unnecessary  expenditure,  by  the 
commissioners,  as  the  spoil  would  be  placed  on  their  property  without  cost  to  them,  if  directed 
by  the  engineer  under  clause  11  of  the  specification.  The  engineer  designed  this  False  Creek 
work  for  the  Harbour  Commission.  The  Pacific  Dredging  Company  got  the  contract  for  the 
piling  and  sheeting-wall  enclosing  the  property  to  be  filled  in;  and  then  got  a contract  to  make 

the  fill The  engineer  admitteil  his  neglect  to  direct  the  placing  of  the  spoil  cither 

in  this  instance  or  elsewhere;  and  as  a result  the  contractors  have  made,  and  ar^  making,  I am 
informed,  14  cents  per  cubic  yard  Tor  the  spoil  dredge<l,  in  addition  to  the  21  cents  contract- 
price.  This  additional  profit  is  made  without  additional  expense,  as  the  engineer  admitted  that 
the  contractors  could  not  find  a cheaper  or  more  expeditious  way  of  disposing  of  the  spoil,  than 
to  pump  it  on  to  the  adjacent  lands  of  the  Harbour  Commission  and  the  C’anadian  Northern 
Railway  Company.” 

Section  11  of  the  specification  says:  ‘‘  .\11  material  dredged  out  will  be  deposited  in  such 
places  and  in  such  a manner  !is  may  be  indicated  in  writing  by  the  engineer,”  saying  nothing  of 
extra  compensation,  as  if  this  were  offset  by  the  saving  of  towage  to  dump-ground.  In  the. 
present  instance,  if  the  engineer  maintains  the  view  expressed  by  him  to  an  examiner,  the  filling- 
in  of  the  piers  was  a cheap  way  of  disposing  of  the  spoil. 

I find  myself  compelled  to  hold,  that  the  Dominion  Government,  calling  itself  the  Public 
Works  Department,  .sho\dd  give  to  itself,  called  the  Vancouver  Harbour  Commission,  aindhing 
which  is  of  value  to  the  latter,  while  not  of  value  to  the  former. 

The  engineer  should  have  protected  both  of  the  differently  designateil  interests  of  his 
emplover. 

TIic  contract  forms  should  he  so  amended,  without  delay,  that  such  another  difficulty  will 
settle  it.self  automatically  to  the  public  advantage. 
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Bas-fonds  GranriUe:  proposUion  de  rente  des  maltriaux  draguis  ]>our  remplissage. 

La  clause  II  dcs  charRos  primitives  dit:  «Tous  Ics  mat^riau.x  drapuiK  seront  ddpostia  en 
tel  endroit  et  de  telle  mani^re  que  l’ing(5nieur  en  chef  I’indiquera  par  (5crit,  ou  que  le  d6cidera 
l’ing<5nieur  sujipl^ant  dans  scs  instructions.  Lc  dragage  fait,  ou  les  mat<5riaux  ddposds,  con- 
trairenicnt  aux  directions  de  I'ingdnieur,  ne  seront  pas  pay(?s.» 

Ma  lettre  du  5 septembre  1916  au  ministdre  des  Travaux  publics  dit:  « Relativement  i la 
seconde  extension,  je  comprends  que  ce  dragage  a 6t6  demand^  par  les  commissaires  du  port. 
I..e  bassin  de  virage  est  voisin  des  docks  qui  est  actuellcincnt  construit  par  les  commissaires  du 
port  et  les  matt?riaux  dragufe  sont  pouss^s  par  dcs  pompes  pour  remplir  des  docks.  Je  com- 
prends que  I’entrepreneur  retire  14  cents  par  verge  cube  pour  cc  remj>lissage.  Y a-t-il  quelque 
raison  qui  puisse  empfeher  le  gouvernement  de  percevoir  ces  14  cents  ou  de  les  donner  i la  com- 
mission du  port  au  lieu  d’en  faire  une  affaire  profitable  jjour  I’entrepreneur?  » 

Polilujm  gvnirale  de  conirdle  des  maliriaux  draguis. 

En  reponse  it  cette  partie  de  ma  lettre  du  5 septembre  1916,  qui  traite  du  tran.?fert  desmat^- 
riaux  dragu^s  i la  commission  du  port  de  Vancouver,  le  minist4re,  i\  la  date  du  24  octobre  1916, 
rt^pond  comme  suit:  tLe  minist^re  a considfri?  attentivement  dfjii  la  politique  gdndrale  de  con- 
tr61e  des  matdriaux  draguds  qui  pourraient  etre  employds  pour  remplissage,  et  en  est  arrivd 
it  la  conclusion  que  cette  politique  n’dtait  pas  pratique  pour  la  raison  que  le  controle  des  mtit^d- 
riaux  draguds  |K)ur  remplissage  pousse  le  ministdre  dans  un  dddalc  de  probldmcs  comme  de 
trouver  le  terrain  requis  pour  ddposer  les  matdriaux,  la  construction  de  cloisons,  la  ndcessitd 
de  reprendre  les  matdriaux,  et  dans  plusieurs  cas  d’avoir  des  pompes  additionnelles  pour  aug- 
menter  la  pression.  Pour  ces  raksons  et  beaucoup  d’autres,  il  a done  dtd  ddcidd  par  le  ministdre 
(h  propos  des  contrats  de  dragage  ofl  les  matdriaux  doivent  dtre  employds  d’une  autre  manidre 
<]ue  p.ar  le  rejet  au  moyen  de  maries-salopes)  de  ne  plus  s’occuper  du  contrfile  des  matdriaux 
araguds. » 

Parlant  comme  auditeur,  je  ne  puis  admettre  qu’un  ministdre  se  ddsintdres.se  compldtement 
et  d'une  manidre  gdnerale  d'une  function  quelconque,  parce  que  cette  function  se  trouve  dans 
certains  cas  difficile  A remplir. 

Toutes  les  fois  que  le  gouvernement  a une  rdclamation  valide  et  importante  a faire  valoir, 
il  faut  dans  chaque  cas  faire  une  enqudte  sur  le  coOt  probable.  Ce  n’est  que  lorsque  la  recla- 
mation est  considdrde  comme  entrainant  une  perte,  que  Ton  pent  y renoncer.  Toute  per- 
ception possible  qui  n’est  pas  faite  forme  une  infraction  ii  la  loi  de  I’audition  et  un  manquement 
aux  jtrincipes  de  bonne  administration  comme  le  serait  I’dmission  non  motivde  d’vm  chdque. 

Bas-fonds  de  Granmlle:  discussion  de  la  venle  des  maliriaux  draguis. 

J'ai  par  devers  moi  le  rapport  d’un  officier  que  j'ai  envoyd  A Vancouver  I’automne  dernier 
pour  s’occuper  de  ces  comptes.  Il  dit:  «Les  entrepreneurs  ddposent  les  matdriaux  draguds 
pris  dans  le  chenal  sur  la  propridtd  voisine  app.artenant  A la  commission  du  port  de  Vancouver. 
C'est  lA  une  ddpen.se  non  ndce.ssaire  faite  par  les  commissaires,  vu  que  ces  matdriaux  pourraient 
dtre  placds  sur  la  propridtd  de  la  commission,  sans  ddbouts  de  leur  part,  si  I’ingdnieur  en  chef 
donnait  instniction  de  la  faire  en  vertu  de  la  clause  II  du  cahier  des  charges.  L’ingdnieur  a 
fait  les  plans  de  cet  ou\Tage  sur  False  Creek  pour  la  commission  du  port.  La  Pacific  Dredging 
Company  a eu  le  contrat  des  pilotis  et  doiiblage  de  soutdnement  entourant  le  site  A remplir; 
et  elle  a cu  ensuite  le  contrat  pour  le  remplissage  ....  L’ingdnieur  a admis  sa  ndgligence 
A donner  les  instructions  ndeessaires  pour  placer  lA  les  matdriaux  draguds  dans  ce  cas  et  ailleurs; 
il  en  est  rdsultd  que  les  entrejireneurs  ont  fait  et  font  actuellcment  une  recette  de  14  cents  la 
verge  cube  pour  les  matdriaux  draguds  en  sus  des  21  cents,  le  prix  spdeifid  sur  le  contrat.  Ce 
profit  additionnel  est  fait  sans  a\icune  ddpen.se  additionnelle,  car  I’ingdnieur  a admis  que  les 
entrepreneurs  ne  pourraient  trouver  un  moyen  plus  expdditif  ou  plus  dconomique  de  se  ddbar- 
rasser  des  matdriaux  que  de  les  jumper  sur  lea  terrains  adjacents  appartenant  A la  commission 
du  port  et  au  chemin  de  fer  C.anadian-Northem. » 

La  clause  II  du  cahier  des  charges  dit:  iTous  les  matdriaux  draguds  devront  dtre  ddposds 
en  tel  endroit  et  de  telle  manidre  que  I’ingdnieur  en  chef  indiquera  par  dcrit, » sans  mention  de 
compensation  suppldmentaire,  comme  si  ce  travail  dtait  convert  par  la  ddpensc  encourue  par 
le  touage  dcs  maries-salopes.  Dans  le  cas  prd.sent,  si  I’ingdnieur  a I’opinion  qu’il  a exprimde 
devant  tm  examinate\ir  des  travaux,  le  remj)lissage  des  j)iliers  formait  un  moyen  dconomique 
de  di.si)Oser  des  matdriaux  draguds. 

Je  ne  puLs  m’empdeher  de  maintenir  que  le  gouvernement  du  Canada,  reprdaentd  par  le 
ministdre  des  Travaux  publics,  devrait  se  donner  A lui-mdme,  sous  le  convert  de  la  commission 
du  port  de  Vancouver,  tout  ce  qui  pourrait  avoir  quelque  valeur  pour  ccUe-ci,  et  qui  n’est  d’aucune 
valour  pour  le  premier. 

L’ingdnicur  aurait  dfi  prendre  les  intdrdts  de  son  patron  en  ddpit  du  changement  de  nom 
de  celui-ei. 

Les  formules  de  contrats  de%Taient  dtre  changdes  sans  ddlai  de  manidre  que  to\ite  autre 
difficultd  de  cette  nature  puis.se  se  rdgler  automatiquement  A I’avantagc  du  p\iblic. 
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Filling  from  First  Extension  of  543,000  Yards. 

Instead  of  abandoning  this  filling  to  the  contractor,  on  general  principles,  as  explained  by 
the  Public  Works  Department’s  letter  of  October  24,  1916,  enquiry  should  have  been  made 
as  to  the  feasibility  of  disposing  of  it  in  the  neighbourhood;  and  the  department  could  probably 
have  obtained  as  favourable  terms  for  it  as  the  Pacific  Dredging  Company  did,  namely,  16  cents 
a cubic  yard. 

Until  new  general  instructions  have  repaired  this  weak  spot  in  our  system  of  guarding  pubUc 
property,  1 am  obhged  to  object  to  the  payment  of  the  full  contract  rate  for  dredging,  or  21  cents 
a yard,  without  a sufficient  deduction  for  the  filling  which  could  have  been  sold  to  the  Canadian 
Northern  Railway  Company  by  the  department  instead  of  by  the  contractor. 

Disposal  of  Filling-Material,  after  Dredging. 

With  reference  again  to  section  11  of  the  specification,  namely:  “ All  material  dredged  out 
win  be  deposited  in  such  places  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  indicated  in  ^vriting  by  the 
engineer. 

In  the  letter  from  the  Public  Works  Department,  dated  October  24,  1916,  the  claim  is  made 
that  we  got  a lower  bid  from  the  contractors  on  account  of  their  prospect  of  selling  the  dredged 
material  to  other  contractors,  to  be  used  as  filling. 

A closer  examination  of  the  specification-wording  will  (I  think)  reveal  a contrary  tendency, 
toward  a higher  bid. 

As  the  specification  stands,  the  contractors  have  no  prospect  of  controlling  the  sale  of  the 
filUng;  that  is  entirely  at  the  disposal  of  the  engineer. 

If  the  specification  had  read,  “ the  engineer  will  have  no  control  over  the  dredged  materials, 
which  will  be  altogether  at  the  disposal  of  the  contractors,”  then  we  might  have  got  a lower 
tender. 

If  the  department  is  to  continue  the  policy  contained  in  its  letter  of  October  24,  1916,  of 
making  no  profit  out  of  the  dredged  material,  then  the  specification  form  should  be  amended  in 
some  such  direction  as  indicated,  to  let  all  the  tenderers  Imow  that  they  can  relj’  on  the  material 
for  an  additional  profit. 

But  if  the  specification  form  is  to  be  continued  in  its  present  wording,  then  (as  suggested 
elsewhere),  permanent  arrangements  should  be  made  bj^  which  this  large  source  of  revenue 
should  be  maintained  and  controlled  automatically,  without  frequent  enquiries  and  instructions 
from  headquarters. 

Nature  of  Objections  taken  by  Audit  Office. 

These  objections  to  fwthcr  payment  to  the  Pacific  Dredging  Company,  as  the  work  now 
stands,  may  all  be  taken  as  coming  under  the  clause,  ‘ That  the  money  is  not  justly  due,’  or 
‘ that  there  is  no  legislative  authority  forlhe  extensions  to  the  contract.’ 

On  the  15th  January,  1917,  the  opinion  of  the  Department  of  Justice  in 
the  matter  was  requested  by  a letter  to  the  Deputy  ^Minister  of  Justice,  as 
follows : — 

I enclose  herewith  a report  of  the  Department  of  Public  tt’orks  of  the  14th  November,  1916, 
appealing  against  the  decision  of  the  Auditor  General  with  regju'd  to  the  pajnnents  for  work 
perfonned  under  the  extensions  to  the  contract  of  the  Pacific  Dredging  Company,  Limited, 
which  extensions  were  authorized  by  the  Onlers  in  Council  of  the  22nd  December,  1913,  and 
July  8,  1916. 

I also  enclose  the  statement  of  the  Auditor  General  of  the  Sth  instant  in  regard  thereto. 
You  will  notice  that  the  Auditor  General  bases  his  objections  on  the  ground  that  there  is  no 
legislative  authority  for  the  extension  of  the  contract. 

I'ndcr  section  42  of  subsection  (a)  of  the  Audit  .\ct,  I am  enclosing  herewith  these  documents 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  yotir  opinion  as  to  whether  there  is  such  authority,  and  if  so,  that 
you  will  be  good  enough  to  cite  it  for  the  information  of  the  Trciusury  Board. 

To  the  said  letter  of  the  15th  January  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Justice, 
on  the  23rd  February,  1917,  rejtlied  as  follows: — 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  l.ith  ulto.  sidmiilting  a statement  from  the  .Auditor  General 
with  regard  to  his  objections  to  certain  payments  for  work  performed  by  the  Pacific  Dre<lging 
Company,  Ltd.,  under  extensions,  .so  called,  of  its  contract  for  the  dnslging  of  False  creek, 
British  Columbia,  I have  the  honour  to  advise  as  follows: — 
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Remplissnge  fail  at'ec  maliriaux  de  la  premiere  exlcnsion  du  conlrat,  S4S,000  verges  cubes. 

Au  lieu  d'abandonner  la  recettc  de  ce  remi)lissaRe  h I'entrepreneur,  d’apr^  une  ligne  de 
conduite  gi5n6ralement  sui\ie,  tel  qu’expliqu(5  dans  la  lettre  du  ministtirc  des  Travaux  publics 
du  24  oetobre  1916,  on  aurait  di>  faire  une  enquSte  sur  la  possibility  de  i)lacer  les  matyriaux 
dans  le  voisinage;  et  le  ministyre  aurait  probablement  obtenu  des  tcrmes  atissi  favorables  que 
cevLX  qu’a  obtcnus  la  Pacific  Dredging  Company,  savoir,  16  cents  la  verge  cube. 

Jusqu’y  ce  que  des  izistructions  gynyrales  aient  pary  y cette  faiblesse  de  notre  systyme  pour 
la  sauvegardc  des  intyrdts  publics,  je  serai  obligy  de  refuser  le  paiement  du  taux  du  contrat  pour 
dragage,  soit  21  cents  la  verge  cube,  sans  une  dyduction  suffisante  pour  le  remplissage  qui  aurait 
pu  ytre  fait  par  le  minisiyre  au  lieu  de  I’entrepreneur,  pour  le  compte  du  chemin  de  fer  Canadian- 
Northern. 

Emploi  des  matfriaux  de  remplissage  ajyrbs  dragage. 

La  clause  11  du  eahier  des  charges  dit,  pour  y revenir  encore  une  fois:  iTous  les  matyriaux 
draguys  seront  dyposys  en  tel  endroit  et  do  telle  manidre  que  I’ingynicur  en  chef  indiquera  par 
ycrit  ...» 

Dans  la  lettre  du  ministyre  des  Travaux  publics,  en  date  du  24  oetobre  1916,  on  prytend 
que  le  gouvemement  a eu  une  soumission  j>lus  biisse  des  entrepreneurs  parce  que  ceux-ci  se 
propo.saient  de  vendre  les  matyriaux  h d’autres  entrejireneurs  pour  dtre  emploj-ys  comme  rem- 
plissage. 

Un  exaraen  plus  attentif  des  termes  du  c.ahier  des  charges  demontrora  (je  crois)  une  tendance 
contraire  vers  une  soumission  plus  ylevye. 

D'aprys  le  eahier  des  charges,  les  entrepreneurs  ne  peuvent  jirytendre  eontroler  la  vente 
des  matyriaux  pour  remplissage;  ils  sont  compiytemcnt  k la  disposition  de  I’ingenieur. 

Si  le  eahier  des  charges  disait:  (L’ingynieur  n’aura  aucun  contr61e  sur  les  matyriaux  draguys 
qui  seront  entidrement  k la  disposition  des  entrepreneurs#,  on  pourrait  avoir  une  soumission 
plus  basse. 

Si  le  ministyre  doit  continuer  la  politique  exposyc  dans  sa  lettre  du  24  oetobre  1916,  de 
ne  pas  faire  de  ]>rofit  sur  les  matyriaux  draguy.s,  alors  les  formules  du  eahier  des  charges  de\Taient 
ytre  amendyes  de  la  maniere  indiquye  afin  que  les  soumissionnaires  puissent  se  fier  sur  les  maty- 
riaux comme  une  source  de  profits  additionnels. 

Mais  si  les  formules  du  eahier  des  charges  doivent  roster  avec  les  tcrmes  actuels,  alors 
(conune  suggere  ailleurs)  on  detTait  faire  des  changements  permanents  pour  que  cette  impor- 
tante  .source  de  revenus  soit  maintenue  et  contrdlyc  automatiquement,  sans  qu’il  soit  besoin 
de  Wquentes  enquytes  et  instructions  provenant  des  quartiers  gynyraux. 

Xalure  des  objections  prisenlees  par  le  bureau  de  V audition. 

Ces  objections  k tout  paiement  ultyrieur  fait  y la  Pacific  Dredging  Company,  en  I’ytat 
actucl  des  travaux,  peuvent  toutes  ytre  basyes  sur  la  clause:  «Que  le  montant  n’est  pas  dil  en 
justice  ou  sur  la  raison  que  les  e.xtensions  du  contrat  ont  yty  faites  siins  lygislation  les  autorisant ». 

Le  15  janvier  1917,  I’opinion  du  ministere  de  la  Ju.stice  fut  demand^e  dans 
une  lettre  au  sous-ministre  de  la  .Justiee  disant: — 

Je  vous  envoie  ci-inclus  un  rapport  du  ministre  des  Travaux  publics  daty  du  14  novembre 
1916,  en  appelant  de  la  dydsion  de  rauditeur  gynyral  au  smet  de  paiements  pour  travaux  faits 
en  vertu  d’extensions  du  contrat  de  la  Pacific  Dredging  Company,  Limited,  extensions  auto- 
risyes  par  des  an-ytys  en  conseil  en  date  du  22  dyeembre  191.3  et  du  8 juillct  1916. 

J'lnclus  le  rapport  de  I’auditeur  gynyral  en  date  du  8 courant  sur  ce  sujet.  t'ous  remarque- 
rez  que  I'auditeur  gf-nyral  base  ses  objections  sur  la  raison  qu'il  n’y  pas  de  lygislation  autorisant 
I’extension  du  contrat. 

En  vertu  du  paragraphe  (a)  de  la  section  42  de  la  loi  de  I’audition,  je  vous  envoie  ci-inclus 
ces  documents  dans  le  but  d’avoir  votre  opinion  sur  la  valeur  de  I’autonsation  lygale,  et  si  I’au- 
torisation  cst  suffisante,  veuillez  la  mentionner  pour  I’information  du  conseil  du  Trysor. » 

A cette  lettre  du  15  janvier,  le  sous-ministre  de  la  Justice  a r^pondu  comme 
suit  le  23  fdvrier  1917; — 

En  ryponse  k votre  lettre  du  15  dernier,  soumettant  une  dydaration  de  I’auditeur  gynyral 
concemant  ses  objections  k certains  paiements  pour  travaux  faits  en  vertu  d’extensions  accor- 
dyes  au  contrat  de  la  Pacific  Dredging  Company,  Ltd.,  pour  dragage  dans  False  Crcek,j’ai  I’hon- 
neur  de  donner  I’opinion  suivante: 
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The  Auditor’s  first  objection  is  that  “ the  main  contract  was  not  let  by  such  a pubhc  tender 
as  is  contemplated  by  section  36  of  the  Public  Works  Act,”  and  the  point  involved,  as  I under- 
stand it,  is  that  the  provisions  of  clause  8 of  the  specifications  for  dredging  upon  which  the 
tenders  were  based  are  such  as  to  make  it  possible  for  the  Minister  or  the  Government  to  use  them 
m a manner  to  defeat  one  of  the  objects  of  section  36  of  the  Public  Works  Act.  Clause  8 of  the 
specifications  is  as  follows: — 

“ The  quantities  of  material  are  approximate  only,  and  may  be  increased  or  decreased 
in  actual  work  thirty-three  and  one-third  per  cent.” 

In  considering  this  clause,  one  must  have  in  mind  the  fact  that  it  may  be  impossible  accu- 
rately to  estimate  in  advance  the  amoimt  or  area  of  dredging  which  may  prove  to  be  necessary 
to  attain  the  purposes  which  the  Government  may  have  in  view  in  letting  a contract;  there  are 
certainly  conceivable  circumstances  in  which  the  Government  would  benefit  materially  from 
the  insertion  of  such  a clause  in  the  specifications,  or  indeed  in  which  it  would  be  necessary  to 
avoid  multiplicity  of  tenders.  I do  not  see  any  reason  to  doubt  that  this  method  of  describing 
the  work  to  be  tendered  for  is  not  prohibited  by  the  Act,  and  the  validity  of  the  contract  cannot 
be  impaired  by  the  consideration  that  its  provisions  may  not  be  properly  administered  in  the 
public  interest. 

The  Auditor’s  second  objection  appears  to  be  that  the  so-called  extensions  of  the  contract 
to  provide  for  the  dredging  of  two  turning-basins,  were  not  in  fact  e.vtensions  of  the  main  contract 
but  were  entirely  separate  works.  This  is,  I thmk,  a question  of  fact  as  to  which  the  particulars 
stated  are  rather  deficient.  I observe  that  clause  9 of  the  specifications,  which  I quote  here- 
under, has  some  bearing  upon  this  question : — 

9.  Limits  of  dredging. — The  lines  and  grades  to  which  dredging  is  to  be  done  will  be 
estabhshed  by  the  engineer.  The  depths  given  in  the  form  of  tender  or  schedule  are  approx- 
imate only,  and  the  department  reserves  the  right  to  modify  or  alter  the  depth,  also  the 
lines  of  the  work,  without  any  additional  remuneration  over  and  above  the  contract 
prices.  The  plane  of  low-water  level  governing  the  depth  to  which  dredging  is  to  be 
carried  out  will  be  fixed  by  the  engineer  in  charge  in  relation  to  the  zero  of  a gauge  already 
e.xisting  or  to  be  established  by  him  for  the  purpose. 

Under  clauses  8 and  9,  it  appears  that  the  quantities  of  material  and  the  limits  of  the  area 
to  be  dredged  may  be  varied  as  therein  provided,  the  object  presumably  being  to  enable  the 
Government  to  direct  the  dredging  operations  so  as  to  attain  the  purpose  in  view.  If  the  turning- 
basins  in  question  were  immediately  connected  with  the  chaimel  which  was  to  be  dredged  under 
the  main  contract,  and  were  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  navigating  said  channel,  I am  disposed 
to  think  that  the  hmits  of  dredging  specified  in  the  original  contract  might  reasonably  be  extended 
so  as  to  require  the  dredging  of  these  turning-basins  to  be  performed  as  part  of  the  original  work, 
and  if  both  parties  to  the  contract  have  acted  upon  it  in  this  view,  there  would  be  the  more 
difficulty  in  holding  the  clauses  incap.able  of  such  an  appheation. 

The  only  other  question  raised  by  the  Auditor  which  appears  to  involve  legal  consideration 
is  the  question  of  the  disposal  of  the  spoil.  Clause  11  of  the  specifications  provides  that: — 

“ All  material  dredged  out  will  be  deposited  in  such  places  and  in  such  a manner  as 
may  be  indicated  in  writing  by  the  chief  engineer,  the  assistant  chief  engineer,  or  by  the 
engineer  acting  under  their  instructions.  Dredging  done  or  spoil  deposited  contrary  to 
the  directions  of  the  engineer  will  not  be  paid  for.” 

It  would  seem  that  under  this  clause  it  is  the  duty  of  the  contractor  to  tleposit  the  spoil 
where  directed  in  WTiting,  and  the  contractor  has,  so  far  ;is  I perceive,  nothing  further  to  do  with 
the  material.  The  engineer  could  not  authorize  the  contractor  to  sell  the  spoil  for  his  own  profit, 
and  if  the  contractor  instead  of  getting  a direction  in  writing  as  to  the  place  of  deposit  h:is  dis- 
posed of  the  spoil  at  a profit  to  himself  or  at  a loss  to  the  Ciovemment,  he  is,  I should  think, 
liable  to  account. 

Tho  Board,  in  view  of  the  opinion  of  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Justice  as 
above  set  forth,  are  of  o])inion  that  the  objections  of  the  Auditor  (icneral  arc 
not  well  taken  and  shotdd  be  over-ruled,  and  they  therefore  direct  that  the 
])ayments  in  question  be  ntade. 

The  Board  further  direct  that  the  attention  of  tlie  Dciiartinent  of  I’ublic 
Works  be  called  to  the  concluding  ])aragra])h  of  the  letter  of  the  Deputy  Minister 
of  Justice,  above  quoted.

Les  quantitds  de  matdriaux  ne  sont  qu’ajiproximatives  et  peuvent  etre  augmentdes 
ou  diminudes  dans  le  cours  dos  travaux  de  trente-trois  et  un  tiers  pour  cent. » 

En  dtudiant  cette  clause,  il  faut  se  mettre  dans  I’idde  qu’il  est  impossible  d’dvaluer  avec 
prdcision  et  d’avance  le  montant  ou  la  superficie  de  dragage  ft  faire  pour  atteindre  le  but  que 
le  gouvemement  se  propose  en  accordant  le  contrat;  il  y a certainement  des  circonstances 
oil  le  gouvemement  pent  trouver  avantageux  d’insdrer  cette  clause  dans  le  cahier  des  charges, 
et  oil  il  est  ndeessaire  d’dviter  la  multiplicitd  des  soumissions.  Je  ne  vois  pas  de  raison  de 
douter  que  cette  mdthode  de  ddcrire  ^ou^Tagc  pour  Icquel  on  demande  des  soumissions  ne 
soit  pas  ddfendue  par  la  loi,  et  la  validitd  du  contrat  ne  peut  dtre  affeetde  par  la  raison  que 
ses  clauses  ne  sont  pas  appliqudes  eonvcnablement  dans  I'intdrdt  public. 

La  seconde  objection  de  I’auditeur  gdndral  paralt  dtre  que  les  prdtendues  extensions  du 
contrat  pour  effectuer  le  creusage  de  deux  bassins  de  virage  ne  sont  pas  de  fait  des  extensions 
du  contrat  principal,  mais  sont  des  travaux  completement  sdpards.  C’est  1ft,  je  crois,  une  question 
de  fait  pour  laquelle  nous  n’avons  pas  asscz  de  ddtails.  Je  remarque  que  la  clause  9 du  cahier 
des  charges  que  je  cite  ci-aprds  semble  avoir  une  relation  avec  cette  question: — 

9.  Limiles  du  dragage. — lignes  et  les  pentes  suivant  lesquclles  le  dragage  doit 
dtre  fait  seront  dtablies  par  I’ingenieur.  Les  profondeurs  donndes  sur  les  formules  de 
soumissions  ou  dans  I’dchclle  ne  sont  qu’approximatives,  et  le  ministdre  se  rdserve  le 
droit  de  modifier  ou  de  changer  les  profondeurs  ainsi  que  les  lignes  des  travaux,  sans  rd- 
mundration  additionnclle,  au-dessus  ou  au-dcssous  des  prix  du  contrat.  Le  niveau  de 
basse  mer  sur  lequel  est  b.asd  la  profondcur  du  creusage  sera  fixd  par  ringdnieur  en  charge 
suivant  le  zdro  de  I’dchelle  en  usage  ou  qui  sera  dtabli  par  lui  dans  ce  but. 

D’apres  les  clauses  8 et  9,  il  appert  que  les  quantitds  de  matdriaux  et  les  limit es  de  la  super- 
ficie ft  creuscr  peuvent  dtre  changdes  tel  que  pourvu  dans  ccs  clauses,  probablement  dans  le 
but  de  permettre  au  gouvemement  de  diriger  les  travaux  de  dragage  de  manidre  ft  atteindre 
son  but.  Si  les  bassins  de  virage  en  question  sont  rclids  immddiatement  au  chenal  dragud  en 
vertu  du  contrat  principal,  et  sont  ndeessaires  j»ur  fins  de  naxngation  dans  le  dit  chenal,  je  suis 
disposd  ft  croire  que  lea  limites  du  dragage  spdeifid  dans  le  contrat  primitif  peuvent  raisonnablc- 
ment  dtre  dtendues  de  manidre  ft  comprendre  les  bassins  de  \"irage  comme  formant  partie  du 
contrat  primitif,  et  si  les  deux  parties  au  contrat  ont  agi  dans  ce  but,  il  sera  difficile  de  main- 
tenir  que  les  clauses  ne  peuvent  permettre  une  semblable  application  au  contrat. 

1.4*  seule  autre  question  soulev'dc  par  I’auditeur  gdndral  et  qui  ait  un  c6td  Idgal  ft  dtudicr, 
est  la  question  de  I’emploi  des  matdriaux  de  dragage.  La  clause  II  du  cahier  dcs  charges  dit: — 

Tons  les  matdriaux  draguds  seront  ddposds  en  tels  endroits  et  de  la  manidre  indiqudc 
par  derit  par  I’in^dnieur  en  chef,  le  sous-ingdnicur  en  chef  ou  par  I’ingdnieur  suppldant 
agissant  sous  les  instmctions  des  premiers. 

Ix>  dragage  fait  et  les  matdriaux  ddposds  contrairement  aux  directions  de  I'ingenieur 
ne  seront  pas  payds. 

Il  scmblerait  d’aprds  cette  clause  que  c’est  le  devoir  de  I’cntrepreneur  de  ddposer  les  matd- 
riaux draguds  aux  endroits  indiqud-s  par  derit,  et  I’entrepreneur  n'a  plus  rien  ft  faire  avec  ccs 
matdriaux,  d’aprds  ce  que  je  crois  comprendre.  L’ingdnicur  ne  peut  autoriscr  I’entrepreneur 
ft  vendre  ccs  matdriaux  ft  son  propre  profit,  et  si  I’entrepreneur,  au  lieu  d’avoir  des  instmctions 
par  derit  sur  I’endroit  oft  il  faut  ddposer  les  matdriaux,  dispose  de  ceiix-ci  ft  son  profit  ou  ft  perte 
pour  le  gouvemement,  il  cst,  je  crois,  sujet  ft  en  rendre  compte. 

Le  conseil'du  Trdsor,  considdrant  rojiinion  du  sous-ministre  de  la  Justice, 
telle  qu’exposde  oi-dessus,  est  d’avi.s  que  les  objections  de  I’auditeur  gdndral 
ne  sont  pas  justifides  et  doivent  etre  renvoydes,  et  ordonne  en  consdcpience 
que  les  paiements  soient  faits. 

Le  conseil  ordonne  de  plus  que  I’attention  du  ministdre  dcs  Travaux 
publics  soit  attirde  sur  le  dernier  paragraphe  de  la  lettre  du  sous-ministre 
de  la  Justice  citde  ci-<lessus.

Finance  Department,  January  16,  1917. 

Section  38  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  enacts  as  follows: — 

In  the  absence  of  special  authority  of  Parliament  no  payment  additional  to  the  salary 
authorized  by  law  shall  be  made  to  any  deputy  head,  officer,  clerk  or  employee  permanently 
employed  in  the  Civil  Service  in  respect  of  any  service  hereafter  to  be  rendered  by  him,  whether 
in  the  discharge  of  his  ordinary  duties  of  office  or  of  any  other  duties  which  may  be  imposed  upon 
him,  or  which  he  may  undertake  or  volunteer  to  discharge  or  otherwise  perform;  and  no  vote 
expressed  to  be  made  generally,  though  quahfied  by  the  words  “ notwithstanding  anj^thing  in 
the  Civil  Service  Act,”  or  words  to  the  like  effect  shall  be  deemed  to  authorize  such  a payment.” 

Under  this  section  therefore  the  salary  of  an  officer  or  clerk  can  only  be 
increased  either  by  the  legal  provisions  with  regard  to  increase  of  salary  under 
the  Civil  Service  Act  or  by  the  special  authority  of  Parliament.  In  the  past 
the  practice  in  the  latter  case  has  not  been  uniform.  In  some  cases  the  name 
of  the  individual  has  been  inserted  in  the  Estimates  and  in  others  the  title  or 
designation  of  the  office.  The  more  usual  practice  is  to  use  the  name  of  the 
individual. 

It  is  desirable  that  some  uniform  method  should  be  established  and  the 
undersigned  has  had  some  conversation  with  the  Deputy  Alinister  of  Justice 
on  the  subj^ect.  As  a result  of  that  conversation  the  following  system  should 
be  adopted: — 

The  special  authority  of  Parliament  is  obtained  if  Parliament  is  made 
cognizant  of  the  office  or  individual  for  whom  the  increase  is  intended,  and 
if  the  officer  has  a recognized  title  the  use  of  that  title  in  conve3’ing  the  infor- 
mation to  Parliament  is  sufficient;  but  M'here  a clerk  cannot  be  differentiated 
from  other  clerks  excejit  b\-  the  use  of  the  name,  then  that  method  must  be 
adopted. 

In  addition  to  having  the  title  or  name  inserted  in  the  details  of  the  Esti- 
mates, it  is  also  necessary,  M’here  an  increase  of  salary  is  made,  to  have  the 
title  or  name  reproduced  in  the  items  on  which  the  resolutions  are  pa.ssed.

4tre  diff^renci^  des  autres  commis  que  par  I’emploi  du  nom,  alors  e’est  cette 
m^thode  que  Ton  doit  adopter. 

De  plus,  pour  avoir  le  titre  ou  le  nom  ins^r6  dans  les  details  des  estim^s, 
il  est  aussi  n^cessaire,  pour  avoir  une  augmentation  de  salaire,  d’avoir  le  titre 
ou  le  nom  reproduit  dans  les  item  pour  lesquels  les  resolutions  sont  adoptdes.

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Re-employment  of  Superannuated  Officer.

Sir, — On  the  19th  April,  1915,  an  Order  in  Council  was  passed  super- 
annuating Mr.  Asher  Farrow,  Collector  of  Customs  at  Goderich,  Ont.,  on  the 
ground  that  his  retirement  would  be  in  the  public  interest,  and  also  on  account 
of  his  age,  viz.,  75  years.  He  was  in  receipt  of  a salary  of  $1,400,  and  his  retiring 
allowance  was  fixed  at  $849.05.  His  retirement  became  effective  from  1st 
May,  1915. 

The  Minister  of  Customs  then  appointed  Mr.  Farrow  as  Acting  Collector 
of  Customs  at  a salary  of  $550.95  which,  added  to  his  superannuation  allowance, 
makes  a total  of  $1,400  per  annum,  being  the  equivalent  of  his  former  salary 
as  collector. 

It  <dll  be  observed  that  the  Governor  in  Council  retired  iMr.  Farrow  on 
account  of  age  and  in  the  public  interest,  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  he 
is  now  still  older  the  ^linister  of  Customs  nullifies  the  action  of  the  Governor 
in  Council  by  continuing  him  in  the  performance  of  the  same  duties  with  prac- 
tically the  same  remuneration,  and  presumably  without  regard  for  the  public 
interest. 

Has  the  IMinister  of  Customs  power  to  make  this  appointment?  He  has 
the  power  to  appoint  an  Acting  Collector,  but  is  he  not  debarred  from  appointing 
i\Ir.  Farrow  by  reason  of  the  action  of  the  Governor  in  Council  for  retiring  him?

Sir, — In  the  examination  of  the  expenditure  by  imur  department  during 
the  fiscal  year  1915-16,  I find  the  following  cases  in  which  payment  has  been 
made  for  the  erection  of  buildings  for  customs  purposes: — 

Port  of  Coaticook;  erection  of  building  at  Stanhope,  $3,600  1^  | paid  by  the  Department 
of  the  Interior,  $2,400;  purchase  of  land,  $100. 

Port  of  St.  Johns,  Que.;  erection  of  Customs  building  at  LacoUe,  $4,735;  purchase  of  land, 
$175. 

Port  of  Sherbrooke,  purchase  of  land  for  Customs  purposes,  $100. 

Port  of  Fernie,  B.C.,  erection  of  building  at  Phillips,  $723.14. 

All  these  payments  have  been  charged  to  the  vote  for  “ Salaries  and  Con- 
tingent Expenses  of  the  Several  Ports  in  the  Dominion.” 

While  the  word  “ contingencies  ” in  this  connection  has  usually  been 
interpreted  in  a very  broad  sense,  still  I am  of  opinion  that  its  meaning  can 
hardly  be  extended  to  cover  such  items  of  a permanent  nature  as  the  purchase 
of  land  and  erection  of  buildings. 

Under  section  12  of  the  Public  Works  Act,  the  ^Minister  of  Public  Works 
has  charge  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  all  such  public  works  and 
buildings  as  are  placed  under  his  control.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  the  buildings  occupied  by  your  officers  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Alinister  of  Public  Works.  I should  like  to  know  why  these  buildings 
were  not  also  placed  under  his  charge. 

Section  13  of  the  Public  W’orks  Act  is  as  follows:  “ Nothing  in  this  Act 
shall  authorize  the  Minister  to  cause  expenditure  not  previously  sanctioned  by 
Parliament,  except  such  repairs  and  alterations  as  the  necessities  of  the  public 
service  demand.”  Under  this  section  the  Minister  of  Public  Works  cannot 
proceed  with  the  erection  of  any  building  for  which  a vote  has  not  previously 
been  taken  in  Parliament.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  intention  of  this  clause 
was  that  no  public  building  or  other  public  work  should  be  undertaken  without 
the  previous  sanction  of  Parliament,  and  that  this  restriction  should  apply  not 
only  to  the  Public  Works  Department,  but  to  all  departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment . 

1 think  that  in  future  it  would  be  advisable,  when  you  contemplate  the 
erection  of  buildings  without  reference  to  the  Public  Works  Department,  to 
have  such  works  authorized  by  a specific  vote  in  Parliament.

In  reply  1 am  to  ex]ilain  that  such  expenditure  has  been  made  only  in  cases 
of  emergency,  for  the  ]>rotection  of  the  revenue  at  outlying  Customs  stations 
where  there  are  no  suitable  buildings  available  to  rent  for  Customs  ollices.

Monsieur, — En  examinant  les  cl^penses  de  votre  ministere  pour  I’exercice 
financier  1915-16,  je  trouve  les  cas  suivants  pour  lesquels  un  paiement  a 6t6 
fait  pour  construction  d’(5difices  devant  servir  pour  les  douanes: — 

Port  de  Coaticook:  drection  d’ddifice  ^ Stanhope,  $3,600,  moins  J p.ayd  par  le  ministdre 
de  rintdrieur,  $2,400;  achat  de  terrain,  $100. 

Port  de  Saint-Jean,  Qudbec:  drcction  d’ddifice  des  douanes  d Lacolle,  $4,735;  achat  de 
terrain,  $175.

Tous  ces  paiements  ont  6td  imputes  au  erddit:  “Salaires  et  d^penses  con- 
tinge  ntes  des  divers  ports  du  Canada.” 

A ce  propos,  le  mot  “d^penses  contingentes”  a toujours  6t6  employ4  dans 
un  sens  tr4s  large,  mais  cejiendant  je  suis  d’opinion  que  sa  signification  pout 
difficilement  aller  jusqu’i  couvrir  des  item  d’une  nature  permanente  comme 
I’achat  de  terrain  et  la  construction  d’ddifices. 

En  vertu  de  la  section  12  de  la  loi  des  Travaux  publics,  le  ministre  des 
Travaux  publics  est  chargd  de  la  construction  et  de  I’entretien  des  ouvrages 
et  Edifices  publics,  et  ceux-ci  sent  places  sous  son  controle.  Dans  la  majority 
des  cas,  l’4rection  et  I’entretien  des  Edifices  occup4s  par  vos  officiers  sont  sous  le 
controle  du  ministre  des  Travaux  publics.  J’aimerais  5,  savoir  pourquoi  ces 
Edifices  n’ont  pas  4t6  placds  aussi  sous  sa  garde. 

La  section  13  de  la  loi  des  Travaux  publics  dit  ce  qui  suit:  “Ilien  dans 
cette  loi  ne  pent  autoriser  le  ministre  a fairc  des  ddpenses  qui  n’ont  pas  4t4 
prealablement  sanctioim4es  par  le  parlement,  exceptd  les  reparations  et  les 
changements  n4cessit4s  par  les  exigences  du  service.”  D’aprds  cette  section, 
le  ministre  des  Travaux  publics  no  peut  fairc  4riger  un  Edifice  sans  obtenir 
pr4alablement  un  vote  du  parlement.  Le  but  de  cette  clause  me  parait  4tre 
d’empecher  la  construction  de  tout  ouvrage  ou  Edifice  publics  sans  la  sanction 
pr4alable  du  parlement,  et  “cette  restriction  devrait  s’appliquer  non  seulement 
au  ministdre  des  Travaux  publics,  mais  i tous  les  ministeres.

Monsieur, — J’ai  I’honneur  d’accuser  reception  de  votre  lettre  du  14  courant 
au  sujet  de  d4penses  pour  l’4rection  d’4difices  par  le  ministdre  des  Douanes 
pendant  I’exercice  financier  1915-16. 

En  r4ponse,  je  dois  vous  expliquer  que  cela  a 4t4  fait  seulement  dans  les 
cas  d’urgence,  pour  la  protection  du  revenu  aux  postes  41oign4s  oil  il  n’y  a pas 
d’4difice  H louer  pour  les  bureaux  de  douane. 
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The  vote  for  “ Contingent  Expenses  of  the  several  Ports  in  the  Dominion  ” 
has  been  always  used  to  pay  for  rental  of  Customs  offices  at  ports  and  outports 
where  Dominion  buildings  had  not  been  provided  for  Customs  purposes. 

As  suitable  buildings  could  not  be  obtained  to  rent  for  Customs  purposes 
at  the  frontier  stations  in  question,  the  department  found  it  necessary  to  have 
buildings  erected  and  paid  for  out  of  the  same  vote  from  which  rentals  have 
been  paid. 

As  a rule,  the  buildings  erected  cost  under  .55,000  each,  and  usually  not 
more  than  510,000  in  the  whole  in  any  fiscal  year. 

The  estimates  for  “ contingencies  ” of  ports  in  future  may,  however,  be 
defined  as  embracing  provision  for  temporary  Customs  buildings  and  rentals. 

These  buildings  have  not  been  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Works  , 
Department,  as  they  are  small  buildings  in  charge  of  the  Customs  officers,  who 
occupy  them  the  same  as  the  offices  rented  by  the  Department  of  Customs  and 
occupied  by  Customs  officers,  without  separate  caretakers  in  either  case.

Extra  payment  of  Military  Allowance  to  Civil  Servant. 

Auditor  General’s  Office,  May  16,  1917. 

Dear  Mr.  Boville, — I enclose  herewith  a copy  of  “ General  Orders  ” of 
the  Militia  Department  dated  15th  January,  1917,  and  would  direct  your  atten- 
tion to  an  amendment  to  “ Pay  and  Allowance  Regulations,  1915,”  which  reads 
as  follows:  — 

-(o)  Any  member  of  the  Militia  Council,  if  an  officer  of  the  permanent  active  militia  or 
permanent  staff  seconded  for  duty,  and  in  receipt  of  a salary  as  civil  servant,  shall  draw  the  allow- 
ances shown  above  in  addition  to  said  salary. 

Under  this  amendment  General  Fiset  gets  51,400  in  addition  to  his  salary 
as  Deputy  Minister,  and  has  drawn  the  same  from  1st  April,  1916. 

Has  the  Militia  Council  power  to  authorize  this  increase  in  view  of  section 
38,  Civil  Service  Amendment  Act,  1908? 

Should  not  this  have  been  done  by  a vote  of  Parliament  followed  by  an 
Order  in  Council?  If  the  IMilitia  Council  has  this  power,  would  it  not  be  well 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  to  the  matter  and  ascertain  if 
it  is  the  wish  of  the  Government  that  the  power  should  be  exercised  in  the  event 
of  any  other  officer  who  may  come  under  its  scope?

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Transfers  from  Outside  Service  to  Inside  Service. 

Auditor  General’s  Office,  November  26,  1917. 

Sir, — The  question  frequently  arises  as  to  who  are  qualified  for  transfer 
from  the  Outside  to  the  Inside  Civil  Service  under  the  provisions  of  section  50 
of  the  Civil  Service  Act  and  section  4 of  the  amended  Act,  1910. 

These  provisions  refer  to  the  transfer  of  “ officers  ” from  one  branch  of  a 
department  to  another,  or  from  the  Outside  Service  to  the  Inside  Service. 

The  terms  officers,  clerks,  and  employees  appear  frequently  in  the  Act. 
These  words  must  mean  that  the  three  classes  have  a different  status,  but  the 
Act  does  not  define  what  th.e  difference  is. 

I have  always  held  that  an  “ officer  ” is  one  who  has  been  appointed  by 
the  Governor  in  Council  or  by  a special  Act  of  Parliament,  and  the  Department 
of  Justice,  I believe,  agrees  with  me.  This  point  was  discussed  with  the  Treasury 
Board  and  Department  of  Justice  in  the  case  of  R.  i\I.  Easton;  see  Auditor 
General’s  Report,  1912,  volume  I,  pages  A 9 to  13. 

There  is  a large  number  of  persons  employed  in  the  Outside  Service, 
including  labourers,  clerks,  professional  and  technical  employees,  who  have 
not  been  appointed  by  Order  in  Council.  These  persons  can  have  the  status 
of  temporary  employees  onljq  although  their  service  may  be  continuous.  i\Iany 
of  them,  I believe,  are  employed  in  the  departments  at  Ottawa,  contrary  to  the 
Civil  Service  Act. 

Some  of  these  are  in  the  Department  of  the  Interior  on  survey  work,  who 
have  been  employed  under  the  authority  of  cap.  54,  R.S.C.,  1906. 

Section  6 of  the  Act  provides  that  “ When  it  becomes  necessary  to  employ 
temporary  assistants  in  the  Surveyor  General’s  branch  of  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  for  the  performance  of  services  requiring  technical,  scientific  or 
professional  ciualifications,  the  Minister  majq  upon  the  requisition  of  the  Deputy 
Minister,  employ  as  such  temporary  assistants  any  persons  who  are  reported 
to  him  by  the  Deputy  and  Surveyor  General  to  be  possessed  of  the  special 
qualifications  requisite  for  such  services.”  You  will  observe  that  it  says  “ tem- 
porary assistants.” 

Recently  an  Order  in  Council  was  passed  transferring  such  an  employee, 
Mr.  M.  F.  Cochrane,  to  the  Inside  Service.  I contend  that  he  is  not  eligible 
for  transfer.  It  is  true  he  is  possessed  of  technical  or  professional  qualifications, 
but  the  Act  provides  a different  method  for  his  introduction  into  the  Inside 
Service,  viz.,  under  section  21. 

If  it  is  contended  that  no  distinction  is  meant  between  the  words  “ officer, 
clerk,  or  employee  ” and  the  only  qualifications  required  are  three  years’  service 
in  the  “ Outside  Service,”  then  a labourer,  cook,  or  clerk  who  might  not  be  able 
to  pass  a third  division  examination  may,  after  three  years’  service,  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Inside  Service,  and  as  the  Act  says  that  no  such  transfer  shall  be 
made  to  the  third  division  it  must  necessarily  be  made  to  the  second  or  one  of 
the  higher  divisions,  this  notwithstanding  the  chief  underljung  principle  in  the 
Civil  Service  Act,  viz.,  entrance  to  the  Inside  Service  by  competitive  examina- 
tion. 

I have  to  request  that  you  will  obtain  a ruling  of  the  Treasury  Board 
defining  who  are  eligible  for  transfer.

Ces  mots  doivent  .signifier  que  les  trois  classes  ont  unc  condition 
diff^rente,  mais  la  loi  ne  dlifinit  pas  la  difference  entre  elles. 

J’ai  toujours  tenu  pour  compris  que  (d’officier))  est  celui  qui  a 6te  nomine 
par  le  Gouverneur  en  conseil  ou  par  un  acte  special  du  parlement,  et  Ic  minist6re 
de  la  Justice  est,  je  crois,  d'accord  avec  moi.  Cette  question  a ete  discut ee 
avec  le  conseil  du  Tresor  et  le  ministere  de  la  Justice  dans  le  cas  de  M.  R.  1\I. 
Easton;  voir  rapport  de  I’anditeur  general  1912,  vol.  I,  page  A-9  5,  13. 

II  y a un  grand  nombre  de  personnes  employees  dans  le  service  exterieur, 
y compris  les  journaliers,  les  commis,  les  employes  professionnels  et  techni- 
ciens,  qui  n’ont  pas  ete  nommes  par  arrete  en  conseil. 

Ces  persomies  ne  peuvent  avoir  que  le  rang  d’employes  temporaires,  malgre 
que  leurs  services  soient  continus.  Plusieurs  d’entre  elles,  je  crois,  sont  em- 
ploj'ees  dans  les  ministeres  Ottawa,  contrairement  i la  loi  du  service  civil. 

Plusieurs  de  ces  employes  sont  au  ministere  de  I’Interieur  pour  I’arpentage. 
et  sont  employes  en  vertu  du  chap.  54,  S.R.C.,  1906. 

La  section  6 de  la  loi  dit:  wLorsqu’il  est  necessaire  de  prendre  des  aides 
temporaires  dans  le  service  de  I’arpenteur  general,  dans  le  ministere  de  I’Inte- 
rieur, pour  certains  travaux  techniques,  scientifiques  ou  necessitant  des  con- 
naissances  professionnelles,  le  ministre  peut,  k la  demande  du  sous-ministre, 
employer  comme  tels  aides  temporaires,  les  personnes  qui  lui  sont  recommandees 
par  le  sous-ministre  et  I’arpenteur  general  comme  possedant  les  qualifications 
speciales  pour  ces  travaux. » Vous  remarquerez  qu’il  est  dit  ((aides  tempo- 
raires)). 

Recemment,  par  un  decret  de  I’Executif,  un  de  ces  employes,  M.  M.  F. 
Cochrane,  a ete  transfere  dans  le  service  interieur.  Je  pretends  qu’il  n’est  pas 
eligible  pour  un  tel  transfer!.  II  est  vrai  qu’il  possdde  les  qualifications  techni- 
ques ou  professionnelles,  mais  la  loi  pourvoit  d un  autre  mode  d’entree  dans 
le  service  interieur,  savoir:  en  vertu  de  la  clause  21. 

Si  I’on  pretend  qu’il  n’y  a pas  de  distinction  entre  les  mots  ((officier,  commis 
et  employe)),  et  que  les  seuls  qualifications  requises  sont  trois  annees  de  service 
dans  le  service  exterieur,  alors,  un  cuisinier,  un  journalier  ou  un  commis  pour- 
raient  pas.ser  un  examen  de  troisidme  division,  et  apr^s  trois  ans  de  service, 
etre  transferes  dans  le  service  interieur;  mais  comme  la  loi  dit  que  de  tels  trans- 
ferts ne  peuvent  etre  faits  dans  la  troisiemc  divi.sion,  ils  devraient  necessaire- 
ment  etre  faits  dans  le  deuxieme  division  ou  d’autres  divisions  plus  hautes,  et 
cela  malgre  le  principe  fondamental  de  la  loi  du  service  civil:  I’entrec  dans  le 
service  interieur  par  examen  de  concours.

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Illegal  Payments  to  H.  R.  Hamilton. 

Auditor  General’s  Office,  Alarch  21,  1917. 

Sir, — I enclose  herewith  a file  of  correspondence  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  of  Commons  in  reference  to  illegal  payments  made  to  Air.  H.  R.  Hamilton, 
a sessional  clerk.  Mr  Hamilton  enlisted  for  overseas  service  on  19th  July,  1916, 
and  has  lieen  drawing  military  pay  since  that  date  at  the  rate  of  .§4.05  per  day. 
The  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Commons  has  also  been  paying  hiin  at  the  rate  of  $5 
per  day.  I have  pointed  out  to  him  that  this  is  contrary  to  the  regulations  laid 
down  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  asked  him  to  obtain  a refund  of  the 
amount  illegally  paid.  He  has  not  complied  with  my  request,  and  I see  by  the 
vouchers  for  February  that  he  still  continues  to  pay  Air.  Hamilton  for  clerical 
services,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  he  is  in  the  military  service.  Under 
these  circumstances,  I have  to  request  that  you  will  instruct  the  Clerk  that  he 
must  recover  from  Air.  Hamilton  the  amount  illegally  paid  and  refrain  from 
making  any  further  payment  to  him,  or  I shall  be  obliged  to  decline  to  issue  any 
further  certificate  for  Letters  of  Credit.

Auditor  General’s  Office,  January  14,  1918. 

Sir, — -The  Military  Voters  Act,  1917,  section  4,  subsection  2,  provides  for  the 
payment  of  election  officers  as  follows:  “Such  officers  and  functionaries  and 
their  deputies,  clerks,  and  assistants,  except  scrutineers  and  deputy  scrutineers, 
may  be  paid  and  reimbursed  as  the  Governor  General  in  Council  may  provide, 
authorize  and  allow;  scrutineers  may  be  paid  their  actual  travelling  and  living 
expenses  only,  at  a rate  to  be  fixed  by  the  Governor  General  in  Council ; deputy 
scrutineers  shall  not  be  paid  or  reimbursed  out  of  the  funds  of  Canada  any 
sums  whatever.” 

An  Order  in  Council  was  passed  on  9th  November,  1917,  which  contains 
the  following  paragraph:  “The  Minister  further  recommends  that  each  of  said 
scrutineers  be  paid  for  their  services  as  such  their  actual  outlay  for  e.xpenses  of 
transportation  and  the  additional  sum  of  $25  per  day  for  further  and  other 
ttavelling  and  living  expenses.” 

I pointed  out  to  th»  Department  of  Justice  that  scrutineers  could  not  be 
paid  anything  for  their  services;  they  could  be  paid  onlj'  their  actual  travelling 
and  living  expenses. 

An  amending  Order  in  Council  was  passed  on  the  4th  January,  1918,  strik- 
ing out  the  above  paragraph  in  the  Order  in  Council  of  9th  November,  1917, 
and  substituting  the  following  paragraph:  “The  Minister  further  recommends 
that  the  said  scrutineers,  respectively,  shall  be  paid  for  their  travelling  and 
living  expenses  only,  and  at  the  followdng  rate,  $25  per  day  for  living  expenses, 
plus  actual  travelling  expenses.” 

Mr.  \V.  R.  Hearn,  one  of  the  scrutineers,  has  presented  an  account  for 
payment  made  up  of  his  transportation  expenses  and  thirty-seven  days  up  to 
15th  December  at  $25  per  day.  He  does  not  contend  that  his  actual  living 
expenses  amount  to  that  sum.  The  amount  over  and  above  his  actual  expenses 
is  therefore  not  justly  due,  and  I have  refused  to  issue  a certificate  for  the 
payment  of  such  excess. 

This  action  is  taken  under  section  43  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  and 
Audit  Act  and  I have  to  request  that  the  Treasury  Board  make  a ruling  in  this 
matter.

The  undersigned  have  the  honour  to  report  that  Mr.  W.  R.  Hearn,  one  of 
the  scrutineers  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Military  Voters  Act, 
1917,  has  presented  to  the  Auditor  General  an  account  for  payment,  made  up 
of  his  transportation  expenses  and  thirt}'-seven  daj^s  up  to  the  15th  December, 
1917,  at  S25  per  day. 

Section  4,  subsection  2 of  the  said  Act  provides  as  follows:  “Scrutineers 
may  be  paid  their  actual  travelling  and  living  expenses  only,  at  a rate  to  be 
fixed  b}^  the  Governor  General  in  Council.” 

An  Order  in  Council  was  passed. on  the  9th  November,  1917,  on  the  report 
of  the  iMini.ster  of  Justice,  which  contains  the  follonfing  paragraph: — 

“The  Minister  further  recommends  that  each  of  said  scrutineers 
be  paid  for  their  services  as  such  their  actual  outlay  for  expenses  of  trans- 
portation, and  the  additional  sum  of  §25  per  day  for  further  and  other 
travelling  and  living  expenses.” 

The  Auditor  General  pointed  out  to  the  Department  of  Justice  that  scru- 
tineers could  not  be  paid  anything  for  their  services;  that  they  could  be  paid 
only  their  actual  travelling  and  living  expenses. 

An  amending  Order  in  Council  was  passed  on  the  4th  January,  1918,  striking 
out  the  above  paragraph  in  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  9th  November,  1917, 
and  substituting  the  following  paragraph: — 

“The  Minister  further  recommends  that  the  said  scrutineers, 
respectively,  shall  be  paid  for  their  travelling  and  living  expenses  only, 
and  at  the  following  rate,  S25  per  daj’  for  living  expenses,  plus  actual 
travelling  expenses.” 

The  Auditor  General  states  that  Mr.  Hearn  does  not  contend  that  his 
actual  living  expenses  amount  to  the  sum  of  825  per  day  and,  on  the  ground 
that  the  amount  over  and  above  the  actual  expenses  is  therefore  not  justlj'  due, 
has  refused  under  the  provisions  of  section  43  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  and 
Audit  Act,  to  issue  a certificate  for  the  payment  of  such  excess. 

This  report  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  43  of  the 
last  named  Act.

The  Board  had  under  consideration  a memorandum  from  the  Auditor 
General  respecting  travelling  and  living  expenses  of  scrutineers  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Military  Voters  Act,  1917. 

The  Auditor  General  states  that  the  Military  Voters  Act,  1917,  section  4, 
subsection  2,  provides  for  the  payment  of  election  officers  as  follows:  “Such 

officers  and  functionaries  and  their  deputies,  clerks  and  assistants,  except 
scrutineers  and  deputy  scrutineers,  may  be  paid  and  reimbursed  as  the  Governor 
General  in  Council  may  provide,  authorize  and  allow;  scrutineers  may  be  paid 
their  actual  travelling  and  living  expenses  only,  at  a rate  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Governor  General  in  Council;  deputy  scrutineers  shall  not  be  paid  or  reimbursed 
out  of  the  funds  of  Canada  any  sums  whatever”;  that  an  Order  in  Council 
was  passed  on  the  9th  November,  1917,  which  contains  the  following  para- 
graph: “The  iVIinister  further  recommends  that  each  of  said  scrutineers  be 
paid  for  their  services  as  such  their  actual  outlay  for  expenses  of  transportation, 
and  the  additional  sum  of  825  per  day  for  further  and  other  travelling  and 
living  expenses”;  that  an  amendmg  Order  in  Council  was  passed  on  the  4th 
January,  1918,  striking  out  the  above  paragraph  in  the  Order  in  Council  of  the 
9th  November,  1917,  and  substituting  the  following  paragraph:  “The  iNIinister 
further  recommends  that  the, said  scrutineers  respectively  shall  be  paid  for 
their  travelling  and  living  expenses  only,  and  at  the  following  rate,  825  per  day 
for  living  expenses,  plus  actual  travelling  expenses.” 

The  Auditor  General  further  states  that  one  of  the  scrutineers  has  presented 
an  account  for  payment  made  up  of  his  transportation  expenses  and  thirty- 
seven  days  at  825  per  day;  that  the  scrutineer  does  not  contend  that  his  actual 
living  expenses  amount  to  that  sum.  The  Auditor  General  therefore  considers 
that  the  amount  over  and  above  his  actual  expenses  is  not  justly  due,  and 
has  refused,  under  the  provisions  of  section  43  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue 
and  Audit  Act,  to  issue  a certificate  for  the  payment  of  such  excess. 

The  matter  having  been  referred  to  the  Department  of  Justice  for  opinion, 
the  Board  had  also  under  consideration  a letter  from  that  department  under 
date  of  the  21st  January,  1918,  stating  that:  “This  question  was  considered  by 
the  Department  of  Justice,  before  approving  of  the  second  Order  in  Council, 
and  it  was,  and  still  is,  the  opinion  of  this  Department  that  the  words  ‘scru- 
tineers may  be  paid  their  actual  travelling  expenses  only,  at  a rate  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Governor  General  in  Council’  meant  something,  and  that  the  Order 
in  Council  was  passed  in  accordance  with  these  words,  and  should  be  jnit  into 
effect.”

“Pareils  officiers  et  fonctionnaires  et  leurs  adjoints,  greffiers  et  aides,  sauf  les 
scrutateurs  et  les  scrutateurs  adjoints,  peuvent  ('tre  paves  et  rembourses  suivant 
que  le  Gouverneur  g('neral  en  eonseil  peut  jirescrire,  autoriser  ou  pt'rmettre; 
les  scrutateurs  peuvent  recevoir  en  paicment  leurs  frais  de  voyage  et  de  subsis- 
tanee  seulement,  a un  taux  devant  etre  fix(i  par  le  Gouverneur  general  en  eonseil; 
aucune  .somme  queleoiupie  ne  doit  etre  ])ayee  ou  rembours^e  aux  scrutateurs 
adjoints  sur  les  fonds  (lu  Canada”;  (pi'un  arret <5  en  eonseil  a etc  jiasse  le  9

signifient  (pielque  chose,  et  que  l’arret6  en  eonseil  a (*t(i  pass('-  en  eonformitf'’  avec 
ces  mots,  et  doit  Stre  mis  a execution. 

Le  eonseil,  adoptant  I’opinion  ex))rim('‘e  jiar  le  ministere  de  la  Justice, 
ordonne  que  le  (lit  arr(*t^  en  eonseil  du  4 janvier  1918  soil  mis  a execution. 
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Audit Of'FicK,  Fehniiirv  G,  1918. 

Sir, — I have  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  1st  instant,  enclosing 
a Minute  of  the  Treasury  Board  of  the  25th  ultimo  respecting  travelling  and 
living  expenses  of  scrutineers  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Military 
^’otcrs  Act,  1917,  also  a copy  of  the  opinion  of  the  Acting  Minister  of  Justice 
in  reference  to  the  same. 

The  Acting  ^Minister  of  Justice  states  that  the  words  “scrutineers  may  be 
paid  their  actual  travelling  expenses  only,  at  a rate  to  he  fixed  by  the  Governor 
General  in  Gouncil’  meant  something,  and  that  the  Order  in  Council  was  passed 
in  accordance  with  these  words,  and  should  he  put  into  effect.” 

I have  not  raised  any  objection  to  the  iiayment  of  the  actual  travelling 
expenses,  as  that  is  what  was  provided  for  in  the  IVIilitary  Voters  Act  and  also 
in  the  Order  in  Council.  l\Iy  objection  was  taken  to  the  payment  of  $25  per  daj' 
for  living  expenses,  and  I presume  that  is  what  the  Acting  ^Minister  of  Justice 
referred  to. 

The  Act  states  that  “scrutineers  may  be  paid  their  actual  travelling  and 
living  expenses  only,  at  a rate  to  be  fixed  by  the  Governor  General  in  Council.” 

The  Governor  General  in  C'ouncil  has  fixed  the  rate  for  living  expenses  at 
825  per  day,  thus  limiting  the  amount  of  actual  living  expenses  that  may  be  paid 
to  that  amount,  and  as  Parliament  has  authorized  that  they  may  be  paid  their 
actual  living  expenses  onlj- 1 do  not  think  that  the  Governor  Genei'al  in  Council 
can  authorize  the  payment  of  a larger  sum  than  that  actually  expended  by 
the  scrutineers. 

I agree  with  the  Acting  INIinister  of  Justice  that  the  words  “meant  some- 
thing,” and  this  is  my  interpretation  of  what  is  meant,  and  I am  prepared  to 
carry  out  the  Order  in  Council  on  these  lines. 

If  a larger  sum  than  the  actual  expenses  is  to  be  paid,  I would  respectfully 
suggest  that  the  amount  which  the  Government  intends  to  pay  be  placed  in 
the  Estimates  and  voted  by  Parliament  at  the  next  session. 

In  the  meantime,  I have  made  advances  on  account  to  hlr.  Hearn,  and  am 
prepared  to  do  the  same  for  the  other  scrutineers  whenever  they  apply  for  the 
.same.

Sir, — In  the  examination  of  the  expenditure  by 
your  department  during  the  fiscal  year  1915-10, 
I find  the  following  cases  in  which  payment  has 
been  made  for  the  erection  of  buildings  for  customs 
purposes: — 

Port  of  ('oaticook:  Erection  of  buildings 
at  Stanhope,  S3, 600,  less  one  third  paid  by 
the  Department  of  the  Interior,  $2400: 
purchase  of  land,  SIOO. 

Port  of  St.  Johns.  Quo.:  Erection  of 
Customs  buildings  at  Lacolle,  $4735;  pur- 
chase of  land,  $175. 

Port  of  Sherbrooke  : Purchase  of  land  for 
( 'ustoms  purjwscs,  $100. 

Port  of  Fcrnie,  B.(\:  Erection  of  build- 
ings at  Phillips,  $723  14. 

.\U  these  payments  have  been  charged  to  the 
vote  for  “Salaries  and  Cotingent  expenses  of  the 
several  Ports  in  the  Dominion.” 

While  the  word  “Contingencies”  in  this  connec- 
tion has  usually  been  interpreted  in  a very  broad 
sense,  still,  I am  of  opinion  that  its  meaning  can 
hardly  be  extendeil  to  cover  such  items  of  a per- 
manent nature  as  the  purchase  of  land  an<l  erection 
of  buildings. 

Under  section  12  of  the  Public  works  Act,  the 
Minister  of  Public  Works  has  charge  of  the  cons- 
truction and  maintenance  of  all  such  public  works 
and  buildings  as  arc  placed  U'der  hLs  control. 
In  the  majority  of  cases  the  erection  and  main- 
tenance of  the  buildings  occupied  by  your  officers 
arc  under  the  control  of  the  .Minister  of  Public 
Work.s.  I should  like  to  know  why  these  l)uildings 
were  not  also  placed  under  Ins  charge. 

Section  13  of  the  Public  Works  .\et  is  as  follows: 
“Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  authorise  the  Minister 
to  cause  expenditure  not  previously  sanctioncil  by 
i*arliament.  except  such  repairs  and  alterations 
as  the  neces.sities  of  the  pu)>lic  scrvhv  demand.” 
Untler  this  section  the  Minister  of  Public  Works 
cannot  pn)c<*eil  with  the  erection  of  any  building 
for  which  n vote  has  not  previously  l)o<*n  taken  in 
l^irliament.  It  app<‘ars  to  me  that  tlie  intention 
of  this  ciau.se  was  that  no  public  buihling  or  other 
public  work  shouM  be  undertaken  without  the 
previous  .sanction  <»f  P.-nliamcnt.  ami  that  this 
restriction  should  apply  not  only  ti»  the  Public 
Works  I h'pnrt ment , l»u(  all  «iepartments  of  the 
t fovcrmiient.

Sir, — I have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  receipt 
of  your  letter  of  the  14th  instant,  respecting  expen- 
diture for  the  erection  of  buildings  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Customs  during  the  fiscal  year  19LS*-16. 

In  reply,  I am  to  explain  that  such  expenditure 
has  been  made  only  in  cases  of  emergency,  for  the 
protection  of  the  revenue  at  outlying  Customs 
stations  where  there  are  no  suitable  buildings 
available  to  rent  for  Customs  offices.  The  vote 
for  “Contini^nt  Expenses  of  the  several  Ports 
in  the  Dominion’*  has  been  always  used  toV'iy 
for  rental  of  Customs  offices  at  Ports  and  ()ut- 
p«irts  where  Dominion  buildings  had  not  been 
provided  for  C'ustoms  purposes.  .\s  suitable 
buildings  could  not  be  obtained  to  sent  for  Customs 
purposes  at  the  frontier  stations  in  question,  the 
department  found  it  necessarj’'  to  have  buildings 
erected  ancl  paid  for  out  of  the  same  vote  from 
which  rentals  have  been  paid.  As  a rule,  the 
buildings  erected  cost  under  So.OOO  each,  and 
usually  not  more  than  $10. (MX),  on  the  whole, 
in  any  fiscal  year.  The  estimates  for  “Contin- 
gi'ncies”  of  Ports  in  future  may,  however,  be 
defined  as  embracing  provision  for  temporarj* 
Customs  buildings  and  rentals. 

Thc.se  buildings  have  not  liocn  placed  under 
the  control  of  the  Public  works  Department,  a.s 
they  are  small  buildings  in  charge  of  the  Customs 
officers  who  occupy  them,  the  same  a.s  the  offices 
rented  by  the  Department  of  Customs  and  occupied 
by  Customs  officers,  without  separate  caretakers 
in  either  case.

Dear  Sir, — I have  your  letter  of  April  13,  in 
reference  to  the  promotion  of  Mr.  I.  Newsome,  of 
this  department,  whose  promotion  was  made 
without  Order  in  Council,  through  the  Excise 
Regulath»ns  of  this  department,  which  were  passed 
under  Orders  in  C'ouncil.  You  question  our  inter- 
pretation of  the  law.  and  you  say  that  an  Order  in 
C'ouncil  may  not  supersede  the  Civil  Sen'ice  Act, 
with  which  I fully  agree. 

We  do  not  claim  that  the  Excise  Regulations 
passed  by  C’ouncil  in  1889  may  tend  to  supersede  the 
Civil  Ser\’ice  .Vet.  but  we  claim  that  this  Order  in 
('ouncil  was  passe<l  in  confonnity  with  the  Civil 
Seri’icc  Act . 

Of  course,  there  is  no  intention  whatever  in  the 
de.pjirtment  to  avoid  going  to  C'ouncil  when  neces- 
sar>*,  but  it  seems  to  me.  on  account  of  the  time, 
labour,  and  delay  invc»lved,  when  the  law  or  regu- 
lation does  not  require  that  a matter  should  be 
determined  by  C'ouncil,  that  it  is  usele.ss  to  burden 
Council  with  matters  which  can  be  determined 
by  the  department. 

In  promoting  Mr.  Newsome  we  were  directed  by 
section  83.  of  the  C'ivil  Ser%  ice  .\ct,  also  by  our 
Excise  Regulations. 

May  I sugge.Qt  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Department  of  Justice,  not  that  it  is  of  an  extreme 
importance,  but  still  it  might  be  better  that  the 
interpretation  should  be  definitely  settled  in  this 
way,  not  especially  on  account  of  this  matter,  but 
in  regard  to  others  of  a similar  nature  which  may 
come  up.

He  was  conse- 
quently promoted  to  this  class,  under  the  autho- 
rity of  section  83  of  the  Civil  Serv'ice  Act,  Schedule 
“B”  of  the  Civil  Service  Amendment  Act  of  1910, 
and  sections  19  and  26  of  the  Excise  Regulations, 
established  by  Order  in  Council,  a copy  of  which 
regulations  I beg  to  herein  enclose. 

The  Auditor  has  questioned  the  legality  of  Mr. 
Newsome’s  promotion,  and  claims  that  the  Order 
in  Council  above  referred  to,  giving  authority  to 
the  Minister  to  promote  Excise  Officers,  cannot 
override  the  Civil  Ser\'ice  Act,  which,  he  spates, 
requires,  in  all  cases,  an  Order  in  C'ouncil  to  legalize 
the  promotion  of  any  officer. 

The  department  claims  that  the  Order  in  Council 
above  referred  to,  giving  authority  to  the  Minister 
to  sanction  such  promotion,  has  been  passed  in 
conformity  with  the  Civil  Service  Act;  that  it  was 
not  intended  to  override  said  -\ct,  but  to  supplement 
it  in  matters  which  arc  purely  departmental,  anfl 
left  by  the  C'ivil  Seiwice  Act  to  the  internal  admin- 
istration of  the  Department. 

In  view  of  this  diversity  of  opinion.  1 suggested 
to  the  Auditor  that  the  mattershould  bo  submitted 
to  the  .Justice  Department,  to  which  he  vcr>'  kindly 
assented. 

There  are  a certain  number  of  officers  who  have 
been  promoted  in  this  way,  and  the  point  raised  is 
important  in  view  of  future  promotions. 

I will  be  thankful  if  you  will  let  me  have  your 
opinion  as  soon  as  possible.

There  is  nothing  to  show  that  the.«e  sums  were 
specified  in  the  order  of  dismissal  as  required  by 
section  737  of  the  Ciminal  ('ode.  and  even  if  they 
were  so  specified.  I doubt  whether  the  Magistrate 
had  power  to  order  the  Crox^m  to  pay  a fee  to  the 
laT^-^er  for  the  defence.  One  of  the  condition.s 
under  which  Mr.  Gosselin  and  Mr.  Bernier  were 
employed  by  your  department  is  that  their  accounts 
should  be  subject  to  taxation  by  the  Deputy

De.\r  Sir, — Answering  to  your  letter  of  the  10th 
instant  (No.  110709)  I beg  to  say  that,  in  allowing 
a fee  of  $20  to  the  defendant’s  counsel  in  the  state- 
ment of  costs,  copy  of  which  you  sent  with  your 
letter,  I was  governed  by  instructions  delivered  to 
me  by  Mr  Kenri  Bernier,  lawyer,  in  the  form  of  a 
printed  sheet  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
preparation  of  said  statement  of  costs  and  contain- 
ing instructions  to  agents  issued  by  the  Department 
of  Justice,  instructions  that  you  may  readily  find 
in  the  Department  at  Ottawa.  These  instructions 
bear  the  date  of  August  1913.  A fee  of  $20  is  therein 
allowed  to  the  solicitor  in  cases  where  the  defen- 
dants oppose  the  charge. 

Now,  in  the  customary  scale  of  costs  in  the  Police 
Court,  to  the  defendant’s  counsel  is  allowed  the 
same  fee  as  to  the  plaintiff’s  solicitor.  I therefore 
thought  it  fair  to  allow  the  same  fee  to  both 
counsels. 

I had  however  in  my  mind  that,  according  to  the 
section  9 of  aforesaid  instructions,  the  statement  of 
costs  would  be  revised  before  being  paid  by  the 
Deputy  Minister  of  Justice. 

On  the  other  hand,  I feel  that  these  proceedings 
were  lodged  on  the  behalf  of  the  Crown,  but  it  seems 
to  me  that  the  magistrate,  in  the  order  of  dismissal 
with  costs,  did  not  leave  to  me  any  other  alter- 
native, and  that  I was  bound  to  include  in  the 
statement  the  fees  of  both  counsels.  Thus,  the 
magistrate,  when  delivering  an  award,  never  deter- 
mines the  amount  of  cost^,  though  he  is  probably 
obliged  to  do  so  according  to  section  137  of  the 
Criminal  Code,  and  the  costs  awarded  are  always 
subsequently  determined  by  the  Clerk  under  the 
customary  scales. 

At  all  events,  I beg  you  to  believe  that  I made 
this  statement  of  costs  in  a very  honest  manner, 
and  if  I can  help  you  to  correct  any  other  error,  I 
will  be  glad  to  do  so.

I have 
the  honour  to  say  jhat  I have  been  asked  by  the 
vViiditor  General’s  Department  to  advise  if  these 
fees  were  legally  allowed  against  the  Crown.  I 
observ’e  that  Mr.  Geodron,  Deputy  Clerk  of  the 
Peace,  Quebec,  where  the  prosecutions  were  held, 
styles  the  muses  as  above  .stated,  but  I apprehend 
we  may  properly  assume  that  although  Mr.  Audet 
cxhibitcfi  the  informations  in  his  own  name,  they 
w'cre  lodged  and  prosecuted  by  order  of  your 
department,  and  therefore  that  the  proceedings 
were  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Crown.  Moreover, 
th.*  papers  do  not  show  what  offences  were  charged 
against  these  defendants,  but  I have  taken  it  for 
grante<l  that  they  will  >>e  found  to  fall  within  those 
mentk*ne<l  in  section  46  of  the  Adulteration  Act. 
Upon  the  Itasi.s  of  these  assumptions  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  where  prosecutions  are  com  mencecl  an^l 
prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Crc»wn  for  offence  under 
the  Adulteration  Act  the  Crown  is  not  liable  to  pay 
costs,  and  further  that  by  section  47  of  the  said  Act

l^galit^  de  ces  paiements  impos6s  la  Couronne. 
Je  remarque  que  M.  Gendron.  sous-greffier  de  la

It  sroins  clear  tbat  tliere  is  no  way  now  of  having 
the  order  of  disinissiil  set  asi<!c,  and  payment 
liaving  been  made  of  tbc  items  of  cost  in  question, 
I do  not  think  there  is  any  way  legally  to  obtain 
refunds.  I think,  however,  that  you  should  write 
Mr.  Gendron  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  magis- 
trate who  tried  these  cases  the  effect  of  my  views 
as  expressed  above. 

Keferring  to  Mr.  Gendron’s  letter  of  15th  Novem- 
ber last,  I think  it  also  well  to  advise  him  that 
our  departmental  instructions  to  agents  have  no 
application  with  regard  to  fixing  a scale  of  costs  to 
be  allowed  on  dismissal  of  prosecutions  under  Part 
XV  of  the  (’ode,  whether  instituted  at  the  instance 
of  the  Crown  or  a private  prosecutor. 

I also  observ'e  from  Mr.  Gendron's  letter  of  15th 
November  that  it  is  not  customary  for  the  magis- 
trate to  <letermine  the  amount  of  costs  or  to  have 
same  .specified  in  the  order  of  ^lismissiil  as  provided 
by  section  737  of  the  Code  This  being  the  case  I 
do  not  see  how  it  can  ever  be  saUl  that  such  costs 
are  allowe<l  under  section  736  “as  to  the  siiid  justice 
seem  reasonable  and  consistent  with  law.”  In  my 
opinion  the  statute  clearly  requires  that  a justice 
shouhl  not  only  determine  the  amount  of  the  costs 
but  should  also  be  particular  to  see  that  the  amount 
of  same  is  spe<-ified  in  the  order  of  dismissal. 

There  is  a further  reason  which  in  my  opinion 
operates  to  l>ar  the  right  to  award  counsel  fees  as 
costs  to  defendants  on  dismissal  of  prosecutions 
under  siiid  Part  XV,  viz:  that  section  770  of  the 
Code  and  the  tariff  therewith  make  no  provision 
for  allowing  costs  of  this  kintl.  I think  this  should 
also  be  called  to  the  attention  of  the  magistrate. 

Although  I have  suggested  that  you  should  bring 
to  the  attention  of  the  magistrate  that  where  pro- 
secutions are  commenced  and  prosecuted  on  behalf 
of  the  Crown  for  offence.s  under  the  Adulteration 
Act  the  (’rown  is  not  liable  to  pay  costs  in  any  case, 
I may  say  that  if  costs  shoukl  be  allowed  against  the 
Crown  on  the  dismissal  of  a prosecution  under  said 
Part  XV  for  an  offence  under  the  Adulteration  Act 
which  does  not  fall  within  those  specified  in  section 
46, 1 would  like  to  considerfurther  whether  section 
132  of  the  Inland  Revenue  Act  and  .section  49  of  the 
Adulteration  Act  should  be  deemed  to  ii:ake  the 
Crown  liable  to  pay  costs  in  a case  of  this  kind.

Deak  Sir, — I am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
29th  ultimo  in  reference  to  the  increases  of  salary 
granted  to  Charles  Vezina  and  other  Excisemen. 

You  state  that  “under  these  regulations  the 
.‘salary  of  all  3rd  Class  Officers  increases  by  annual 
increments  of  SlOO  each  up  to  Sl.OOO.  This  maxi- 
mum has  recently  been  increased  by  Order  in 
Council  to  SI, 100.” 

Hut  in  Mr.  Vezina’s  case  and  others  they 
received  increases  greater  than  $100  and  they 
received  them  before  they  had  serx'ed  one  year, 
two  violations  of  the  Order  in  Council  quoted  by 
you  as  your  authority. 

The  Parliamentary  vote  to  meet  these  in- 
<*reascs  did  not  provide  that  any  of  the  exi.sting 
regulations  governing  such  increases  should  be 
dispensed  with. 

As  .suggested  in  my  previous  letter  I have  to 
request  that  payment  of  these  increases  be  with- 
held until  there  is  proper  Parliamentaiy^  authority 
therefor.

Sib,— I have  a copy  of  a letter  written  by  the 
Chief  Controller  of  Chinese  Immigration,  dated 
July  15,  1916,  addressed  to  the  Honourable  the  Pro- 
vincial Treasftirer  of  British  ('olumbia  with  refer- 
ence to  the  Chinese  Immigration  transactions  for 
1915-16.  In  it  the  following  facts  are  set  forth, 
vU: — 

For  the  fiscal  year  1915-16  the  British 
Columbia  head-tax  collections  were  $5,000, 
cost  of  administration  $31,079.90,  leaving  a 
net  expenditure  of  $26,079.90.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  make  refunds  to  the  extent  of 
$47,000  making  a total  expenditure  of  $73,079.90 
one-half  of  which  has  been  charged  to  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  >ix,  $36. .539.

in  view  of  which  it  would  seem  rather  un- 
reasonable, and  I do  not  think  in  accord  with 
the  spirit  of  the  above  quoted  section,  if  when 
the  net  proceeds  were  a minus  quantity  the 
total  loss  should  fall  to  the  Dominion.  If 
however,  your  Province  feels  unwilling  to 
make  at  the  present  time  the  refund  asked 
for,  we  may  allow  an  ajustment  to  stand  in 
abeyance  until  such  time  as  head-tax  collec- 
tions will  wipe  out  this  indebtedness,  together 
with  your  share  of  the  cost  of  admmistration 
and  refunds  between  the  commencement  of 
this  fiscal  year  and  the  date  upon  which  a 
settlement  is  feasible.  Should  you  be  willing 
to  make  the  refund  aske<i  for  in  my  letter 
of  the  15th  ultimo,  it  would  seem  the  more 
satisfactory  way  of  keeping  these  accounts 
straight .
